It is further charged “that Lon 
Davis handled and delivered to one 
of our deacons, T. J. Williams, the 
Ku Klux Klan letter in which was 
contained a threat which we believe 
was for the purpose of intimidating 
our deacons and preventing the pros- 
ecution of other evidence which was 
then in our possession. 

“We further charge that he denied 
leaving a former wife and children in 
Texas, this: denial being made in the 
presence of the deacons and admitted 
it the same night to a brother'of the 
church. 

“After leaving the house, we fur- 
ther charge that he obtained money 
from the members of this church 
which was not repaid.” s 

Attached to this record of the 
church. before the committee, were 
the affidavit of his wife in Texas; 
the copy of the charges in the Ku 
Klux letter; the létter from T. B. 
Crawford, of Lavonia, Ga., stating 
that he was arrested and taken to 
Texas, and a newspaper account of his 
trial in Texas. 

Taught Singing Lessons. 

The letter from T. KR. Crawford 
Lavonia, Ga., is dated June 3, 1921, 
and charges that “his Texas name is 
Roy E. Davis.” He came here about 
four years ago with a 
lady whom he called his wife, to 
teach night’singing classes in the 
Baptist church here, and after un- 
successful attempts, he taught in 
Toccoa, Ga., Canton, Ga., and other 
places, all the time telling the people 
he was-fron North Carolina. 

“One Sunday afternoon he was at- 
tending a singing at a country church 
near here at which a Miss Starrett 
(now Mrs. Chitwood) recognized him 
as Rey. Roy E. Davis, whom she had 
known in Texas. But when she spoke 
to him as an acquaintance he told 


had never been in Texas, and when

Fort Worth, Texas, June 30.—Dec- 
laration that the Ku Klux Klan is 
strongly against President Harding’s 
plan for a world court or any other 
form of alliance with foreign nations 
was made by Imperial Wizard H. W. 
Evans in an interview made public 
here today following a closed meeting 
held Jast night by the local klan at 
which the imperial wizard delivered 
an address. 

“The Ku Klux Kian is preaching 
pure Americanism, and to that end 
will its efofrts be spent,’ he said. 
“Concering utopian theories for the 
correction of civifization’s ills, the 
klan, as an organization, wil] take no 
part. We think that if America will 
attend to America’s business, treating 
all other peoples and nations alike 
and right, but leaving to them their 
own responsibilities, the world will 
be better, civilization safer, and our 
duties as men and Americans more 
fully performed.” 

In Ohio, the president’s home state, 
more than 300,000 yoters are members 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Dr. Evans said. 
He asserted the total membership of 
the organization had reached more 
than a million, and there were more 
Klansmen north of the Mason and 
Dixon line than in the south. 

Asked whether the Klan as a whole 
would endorse publicly any single man 
for the presidency, Dr, Evans replied 
it would not. He added he hoped the

Action of France 
Will Not Impair 


Naval Covenant 


Washington, June 30.—On the 
strength of partial reports reaching 
Washington. American naval author- 
ities have found no indication that 
the reservation proposed by France 
to the Washington conference subma- 
rine treaty will seriously impair the 
effect of the covenant, 

Until the complete official text of 
the proposal is available. however, 


it ig emphasized that it will be impos- 
sible to form a definite opinion re- 
carding it. It is realized that there 
may be considerations involved which 
do not appear on the surface and that 
the result may be to raise new ques- 
tions of interpretation regarding: the 
conclusions reached at the conference. 

As understood here, the French res- 
ervation conforms with the attitude 
of the French delegation during the 
conference, and is designed to pre- 
vent a possible misunderstanding over 

clauses of the treaty which French 
shuarvert always have maintained were 
contradictory. 

The treaty sets forth “as an estab- 
lished part of international law” cer- 
tain restrictions on operations of sub- 
@narines, including the obligation to 
order merchant ships to submit to 


search before seizure or attack and the 
prohibition against destroying mer- 
chant ships unless the crew and pas- 
sengers have been first been placed in | 
safety. 

French spokesmen during and since 
the conference have insisted that the 
elear authority for submarine opera- 
tions conveyed in the approval of these 
regulations was definitely offset in Ar- 
ticle IV.. which heads: ~- 

“The signatory powers recognize the 
practical impossibility of using sub- 


“*\ marines as commerce destroyers with- 
“wut violating, as they were violated 
in the recent war of 1914-¥918. the 
reqnirement universally accepted by | 
civilized nations for protection of 
lives and neutrals and non-combatants. 
and to the end that the prohibition of 
the use of submarines as commerce 
destroyers shall be universally accept- 
ed as a part of the law of nations. 
they now accept that prohibition as 
henceforth binding between themselves 
and they incite other nations to ad- 
here thereto.” 

The French reservation would de- 
clare the treaty should not be inter- 
preted as modifying rules previously 
established between signatory powers 
concerning surface ships, or as im- 
posing upon submarines navigating in 
conformity with such rules a regime 
other than that applied to surface 
ehips. as

Dempsey is always delighted 
when he can find a sparring partner 
who will hit him and hit him hard, 
for that gives him a chance to cut 
loose with his own blows and enjoy a 
real combat. 


But he doesn’t expect to have an 
easier time because Gibbons is 
Binaller. He always says that he can 
topple over the giants without any 
trouble because he is faster and can} 
hit him, and that. the only men whe 
give him any trouble are of the Gib-| 
boms sort—men who hit fast and are. 
quick to get away from danger instead 
of standing like trees waiting for the 
axe 

Jack the Giant Killer. | 

Dempsey fought his way up to the. 
championship by knocking out Fred | 
Fulton, the Minnesota giant, in less | 
than fifteen seconds. Fulton was} 
fast for a big man, but not as fast | 
as-Dempsey. He knocked out Carl 
Morris, the Oklahoma giant, with a 
single punch in the body. It’s impos- 
sible to imagine Tom Gibbons stand-

The Okmulgee troops arrived here 
in the night and this morning were 
encamped near the city hall. James 
Storment, chief of police, and John 
Russell, sheriff of Okmulgee county. 
informed Adjutant General Baird H. 
Markham by telephone last night that 
efforts to dissuade the minister from 
his intention to speak had been un- 
availing and that they believed their 
forces should be strengthened to en- 
able them to prevent the meetings. — 

Colonel E. LU. Head, of Muskogee, is 
n command of the troops here, which 
number about fifty. The Okmulgee 
troops arrived before daybreak and 
are encamped near the city hall.

The late George Borup, who was 
a member of the expedition, wrote in 
his book, “A Tenderfoot with Peary,” 
that MacMillan was the strongest man 
he had ever known, 

It was after the return of the 
party to the Roosevelt. frozeh in the 
ice, that MaeMillan was accidentally 
shot. The bullet came through a 
wooden partition, hit MacMillan in 
the forearm, penetrated it, and went 
through his shoulder, causing four 
holes. The shot was fired by a mem- 
ber of the crew who was cleaning the 
yun. <A fraction of an inch differ- 
ence in the bullet’s course and Mac- 
-Millan’s carreer would have been cut 
short, 

The next few years of his life are 
of a piece with what went before. 

In 1910 he crosses Labrador from 
the sea ta the George River. He was 
the first to make this journey over- 
land and discovered the trail of the 
Nascopie Indians. 

In 1911 he eruised the Yabrador 
coast alone in a 16-foot canvas canoe,

3.000 Miles in Little Boat. 

A 3,.000-mile journey in_a 25-foot 
power boat, from Boston, Mass.. to 
Hehron, North Labrador, was his next 
journey north. 

Then, in 1913, came his own great 
expedition to seek the mythical Crock- 
er. Land, reported by Peary as seen 
to the northwest from Cape Thomas 
Hubbard .in the Polar sea. RBe- 
cause of the failure of several relief 
tic on this* expedition four years. He 
discovered that. Crocker Land, at the 
place reported seen and so mapped, 
is non-existent and he gathered a 
wealth of scientific material and 
enongh thrijls for a movie serial. 

During this exnedition Mr. MacMil- 
lan traveled more than 10,000 miles by 
dog sledge, over’the tops of glaciers, 
throuth jagged ice on the®Polor sea 
and along the treacherous ice foot bor- 
dering the various bavs of the region. 
Several times he and other compan- 
ions were forced to eat dogs of their 
own teams in order to survive. 

The work done on that expedition 
will now yield more fruit, for it is to 
this recion that Dr. MaeMillan has 
gone once more.

In several cases pictures were 
found of too exciting a character to 
be proper for young audiences, but 
in no case would any blame for the 
picture or the attendance of children 
attach to the theater manager as the 
picture shown was such as the clien-- 
tele of that theater demanded and the 
children in the audience were negli- 
gible factors in the selection. 

According to Miss Lathrop. 3,000 
children in Atlanta come under the 
constant .supervision of the Associat- 
ed Charities’ social service workers, 
and the majority of these children 
are in crying need of wholesome ree- 
reation. Of these 100 receive free 
passes each week to the Howard the- 
ater; the remaining 2.900 snatch 
amusement when and where the op- 
portunity affords, and that is in 
most cases the picture houses where 
admission charges are the lowest.

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The Question of States’ Rights |

In an ai in Denver on -Mon- 
ay. President Harding gave. utter- 
ance to truths which our law-makers 
and any who might advocate tlie re- 

1 of our state prohibition law 
A few per- 
tinent facts are here quoted: 

“The spectacle of a state nullify- 
ing its own authority, and asking the 
national government to take over an 
a part of its powers, is new. 

the implications of this 
strange proposal are fully understood 
by people and parties devoted to pre- 
serving the rights of the states, the 
new nullificationists I venture to say, 
will discover that they have’ perpe- 
trated what is likely to prove one of 
the historic blunders in political man- 
agement. 


“If the burden of enforcement sha!l 
continue to be increasingly thrown 
upon the federal government, it will 

necessary, at large expense, to 
police authority 
which in time will inevitably come to 
be regarded as an intrusion upon and 
interference with the right of local 
authority to manage local concerns. 
The possibilities of disaster in such a 
Situation hardly need to be suggested. 
Yet it is something that we must 
recognize as among the menaces in 
this situation. 

“Tt is a curious illustration of 
foose thinking, that some ‘people have 
proposed as a means to protecting the 
fullest rights of the states, that the 
states should abandon their part in 
enforcing the prohibitory policy. That 
means simply an invitation to the 
federal powers which should be exer- 
cised by the states. Instead of being 
an assertion of state rights, it is an 


abandonment of them; it is an abdi- 
cation; it amounts to a confession 
by the state that it doesn’t choose 
to govern itself but prefers to turn 
the task, or a considerable part of it, 
over to the federal authority. There 

could be no more complete negation 
of state rights.”

Statement by Bishop Ainsworth. 

While the following statement 
made by Bishop William N. Ains- 
worth of the Southern Methodist 
church and vice president of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, was not 
made to give reasons why the Georgia 
W. C. T. U. is busily engaged in ef- 
forts to preServe our state prohibi- 
tion law. however, it states them 
Clearly. “Al Smith was the official 
starter. when he fired the signal gun, 
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That is only the starting point: 
the next step will be to repeal the 
amendment itself. Let the law be 
broken down through non-enforcement 
by whatever process is most readily at 
hand, and the next step will be a 
united clamor for repeal. 

The first point of attack is the 
repeal of the various state enforce- 
ment acts. and under’ the specious 
plea that prohibition is now a fedér- 
al matter, with which the states 
have no concern. Once let this false 
doctrine be set and absolute nullifi- 
cation will soon prevail. 


“The truth is the people have al- 
ready been hoodwinked by a system- 
atic. propaganda of falsehood which 
is passing from mouth to mouth and 
printed in many of the papers. 

“Nearly all the hoary arguments of 
an earlier day are being brought 


forth for the present generation as if 
they were new. 

“As imperfect as our enforcement 
has been up to the present, it is still 
true that there is much less liquor 
being sold and there is much less 
drunkenness in every city of the land 
than in the old days. 

“Any representations to the con- 
trary are false and are intended to 
break down the law. 

“A systematic effort is also bein 
made to make it appear that federal 
enforcement officers are running 
about the country with a big stick 
and insolently interfering with the 
inalienable rights of a free people. 

“That some of them are rough and 
have sometimes made mistakes goes 
without saying, but they have mainly 
interferred with rum runners and the 
people who do not wish to be inter- 
fered with in their booze traffic. 

“These officers are dealing with a 
rough crowd of rum runners af 
quick-on-the-trigger gunmen and they 
need the support of the public rather 
than to be held up to contempt as 
many people are seeking to do. 

“With all state support withdrawn, 


it will be still easier to influence the) 


prejudice of. the people against the 
federal agents and violations of the 
liquor laws would run riot every- 
where. 

“This whole program is being fos- 
tered and financed by the same old 
liquor crowd, and what they want, 
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order

Baltely worse if our woo di should be 
betrayed into any weakening of our 
defenses against the liquor wer, 
which is still fighting for its life.”

And the young women of Georgia | 


have shown their intelligent appre- 
ciation of this wonderful opportunity. 
Among the students enrolled in 1919 


there was one freshman’ and in 1922 
forty-three freshman girls registered | 


‘The record these 
youpg yaoneers are leaving behind 
them is splendid. Already one grad- 
uate has made Phi Beta Kappa, which 
is, perhaps, the highest collegiate hon- 
or in the United States. 

Any new institution has to struggle 
the first few yea.se of its existence 
and co-education at Georgia has not 
been well provided for, especially in 
the. way of dormitory facilities. In 
1920 a well equipped building was 
put up on the agricultural collegé 
campus with funds from the college 
farm. This building, which has been 
called Soule hall after the progres- 
sive president of the Agricultural col- 
lege, accommodates dixty girls ; it is 
intended for the home economics stu- 
dents only, but has been open to the 
other women students as long as 
space permitted, and has for three 
years been the center of their socia} 
and’ studious activities. The buileing 
is situated on an unpaved street half 
a down-and-uphill mile from the old 
campus, where all but the home eco- 
nomics courses are held, and two 
blocks from the street car, which 
passes every fifteen minutes. Lump- 
kin street, along which most of the 
half mile runs, is a very steep affair, 
treeless, unprotected from scorching 
sun or frequent rain. Many of the 
girls have classes until 1:30. .nd 
have to walk over for dinner and back 
for class at 2:35. Moreover, Soule 
hall is filled to its capacity now, and 
some provision must be made for the 
large student body expected next year. 
Four years ago, when co-education 
was first admitted at the university, 
plans were drawn up and a location 
was selected on the old campus at the 
corner just below the home of Miss 
Mary Lyndon, dean of women, at the 
university. in a beautiful shaded cor- 
ner that looks as if it has just been 
waiting all these years to be the site 
ef the future home for women stu- 
dents. The prudential committee of 
the university has voted that of the 
sum requested of the state legislature 
this year one hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($100,000) be used to construct 
a dormitory on the old campus for 
women students. ‘The trustees rre 
advocating it, and absolute necessity 
demands it. The only thing wanting 
now is the appropriation from the 
Georgia legislature. 

The girls of the university are look- 
ing to the club women of Georgia for 
their most powerful aid in this drrve, 
Just as when the {nfluence of club 
women helped the younger ones of the 
state to enter the university, and just 
as their financial aid helped furnish 
the first women’s building, their polit- 
ical support is being counted on now 
to gain a great:victory this year when 
the legislature meets. The young 
women at the university want every 
woman’s club and every woman in 
the state to adopt the following reso- 
lution—already passed by the Athens 
Woman’s elub—to co-operate with 
them in persistent efforts with the 
Georgia legislature until they grant 
this small sum for @ woman's dormi- 


for ten degrees, 


located or designed for women. ‘The 
State College of Agriculture was 
able to find the funds to erect a 
woman's building which is to 6serve 
as a home for those specializing in 
home economics or agriculture. ‘This 
is comfortable, attractive and well 
adapted to its purpose. The women 
of Georgia, through their Federation 
of Woman's Clubs, have rendered 
great service in equipping many 
rooms in this home. Students in 
other departments of the university 
have been permitted to occupy any 
rooms available after the home eco- 
nomics students have been, located, 


{But the capacity of this building is 


limited, and the home economics stu- 
dents are rapidly approaching its ca- 
pacity. For this and other reasons 
there is great need for a building for 
women. more conveniently located and 
@iapted to serve the women who 
would take their degree courses in 
general arts and science. The offi- 
cers of administration of the univer- 
sity ha've recognized this need and 
have given it place in the budget 
they are to submit to the legislature. 
This budget must necessarily be a 
limited one this year, gnd for this 
building only $1000,000 is allowed as 
the beginning. 

“We could very soon fill a two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollar 
building, but in so far as the special 
university budget is concerned, we 
must make a beginning with what- 
ever amount can be obtained. We 
are coming to you, women. of Georgia, 
and more especially the organized club 
women, to come to our assistance in 
securing this building, and in the 
near future in enlarging the same, un- 
til the young women can have equal 
opportunity with young men in se- 
curing the education they would seek 
in the university of our state. We 
ask you to pledge your active co-op- 
eration and influence with members 
of the legislature to secure as large 
an appropriation as possible for a 
building for women as set forth above. 
The following resolution is set forth 
merely as a matter of your conven- 
ience in expedi#ing business: 

“Resolved: That we, the members 
of this woman's club, do most heart- 
ily approve of the movement to pro- 
vide a building for women located on 
the old campus of the university, and 
thus conveniently located and adapt- 
ed to serve the needs of those women 
who would take their degree courses 
in genera] arts and science, and es- 
pecially those who are preparing to 
teach in the schools of the state; 
and, that we pledge ourselves to ac- 
tive co-operation in the furtherence 
of this movement with members of 
the legislature until appropriations 
are secured for said building.” 

The women who wish to help co- 
education at the University of Geor- 
gia, to save the cause of higher edu- 
eation for many young women of the 
state, and to help increase the num- 
ber of efficient clubs and profession- 
al women in the state, -will exert all 
their possible efforts to obtain satis- 
factory quarters for the young wom- 
en at the University of Georgia.

The thought at once suggests itse'f 
that possibly the greatest service the 
Christian women of the world coull 
render in the present crisis is to 
stand together firmly for peace on 
earth, good will among nations, with 
a determined opposition to war as a 
method of settling difficulties. It also 
appears an appropriate thing for the 
Christian womanhood of the world 
today to join forees in an effort to 
guide and direct the awakening con- 
sciousness of the womanhood of the 
world. 


Basis for Co-operation. 


The women of the Methodist Epis- 
ecopal chureh, south, have the basis 
for such co-operation among the 
Christian women in the home land as 
well as in foreign countries for mem- 
bers of women’s missionary societies 
are organized and actively at work 
in their native churches in China, 
Japan, Korea, Mexieo, Brazil, Cuba 
and the Congo in Africa. In all these 
countries’, native Christian women 
have taken their places as lay mem- 
bers of the church and are capably 
bearing their part of the responsibilty.

hope that they will be liberated and 
allowed another chance.

Some ‘of them read like a 
story in a-popular magazine,

pathetic are-the foreigners who know 
little abenut the laws and customs of 
the country, and who often blunder 
threugh ignorance instead of natural 
depravity. Imagine how shocked and 
stunned one would be to be tried and

This is a story of a man who served | 
a sentence of one year out at the fed- 
eral prison, who was liberated and) 
Jater deported. His parents were) 
itinerant mountebanks, Poles I think, 
and this man, whom we will e4ll 
Theodore. chanced ie be born on Ger- 
‘man soil during one of their 
peregrinations. During the World 
war he was in a German prison cam>, 
where he became addicted to drugs. 
Later he.came to the Unite? States 
and lived in a shez, city. He 


and wish*,.~ with all his’ heart to 
breg. loose from the fetfers of this 

Sn monster. So he planned with‘a 
friend to buy some of the narcotic 
from him, and then report it to the 
authorities so that he-might be sent 


, to the federal prison and be cured. 


This was all done, and he was duly 
eured: While he was serving his sen- 
tence lie beeame converted to the 
teaching of W. M. Jones, who has a 
Jjarge class at the prison, from which 
a ¢hurch has‘sprung of over 8O mem- 
bers, and he was one of the most 
faithful and earnest of them all. His 
intense interest and his queer foreign 
ways and halting imperfect English 
enlisted Mr. Jones and his“good wife’s 
special interest and they were proba- 
bly the only real friends this man 
had even known. That is, disinterest- 
ed friends, who knew all about him, 
and loved him just the same. 
Sentence Served. 

The sentence was soon served, and 
Theodore planned to return to the 
city from which he came to the prison 
and get a job, and_ settle down to work 
and show to those who had formerly 
known him that he had assumed a 
new mode of life. But how often 
“man proposes’ only to find that 
other powers do the “disposing.” 

When he stepped forth from the 
prison, federal authorities arrested 
him, took him to New York and to 
Ellis Island. Here he stayed for a 
month, wondering and waiting what 
was to be his fate. He soon found 
out that he was to be taken back 
to “Germany, because he had been 
born there. The very last place in 
all the world he would have chosen 
to go. He did not know what the 
German authorities would do with 
him, as he was afraid that his hav- 
ing been a war prisoner, they might 
seize him again. However, this came 
to naught. Nothing was ever said 
or «lone to him, whatever, by the 
German authorities. 

When he landed he did not have a 
penny in his pocket, knew nobody, 
and if he did not obtain work, star- 
vation stared him in thé face. Through 
seyeral letters which he has. written 
back to:the Joneses a good deal 
about conditions at present in Ger- 
many have been learned. Hundreds 
of people were, and ate, out-of ém- 
ployment.” Anyone seekifg it, was 
merely laughed at for his pains. In 
the meantime he had to eat and exist 
some way. So many _were in his con- 
dition the city allowéd them to sleep 
in the car barns on the floors, they 
went in at a certain time at night, 
and were ejected early in the morn- 
ing. This he was compelled te do 
fer a long time. In the meantime, he 
could not_obtain work of any kind, 
even for ‘a few hours and no provi- 
sion was made in the city where he 
was, Hamburg, for indigent people 
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he ate infinitesimal portions of

or be discovered. It seems that when 
one asks for work or begs for a mor- 
sel of food, dogs are set upon thém, 
so many who were driven to despera- 
tion stole whatever they could obtain 
in the form of food. This has be 
come so common that to feed’ the 
man many steal deliberately so as to 
be kept and fed a few days, and the 
“waiting list” is so large, no one stays 
very long for having committed theft. 

During, the interim of this expe- 

rience of ‘Theodore, Mr. Jones had 
secured through interested friends some 
money to send the poor fellow. When 
it arrived he was laid up from his 
feet having been so severely frozen 
from exposure to the bitter cold that 
they were in FKorrible shape. He is 
yet not able to wear shoes, wraps 
them in rags, and never had salve or 
othehr unguents to apply to the ter- 
rible -swollen, sore and  bilistered 
places so that they might heal. 
Therefore, he could not have the draft 
changed into German coin, and had 
to trust a “comrade,” whom he had 
met at the hospital. This “friend” 
came back with the money, but gave 
him only half of it, because he said 
it had been discounted, our money 
baving depreciated in value in Ger- 
many. This ‘kept poor Theodore 
alive until he finally obtained employ- 
ment of a sort with a German farm- 
er. In return for a bed to sleepeon 
and boiled carrots and two or three 
Irish potatoes, not enough to ever 
satisfy the gnawings of his vitals, 
he did all the housework and yard 
and general work for the family. 
When he would venture to hint that 
his _ was meager for the labor he 
was§compelled to do, they told him 
they had. the same for themselves. 
However, they had bacon, meat, fruit, 
etc., as he could smell them cooking, 
but did not dare say a word. They 
paid him no money and the letter in 
which: he was relating these trials he 
said could only be mailed if he could 
pawn his vest to buy a stamp, he 
could not even obtain a scrap of pa- 
per on. which to write and had to pay 
a ridiculous number of marks for the 
very trashy small piece with envelope, 
which he used. Between his mixture 
of German and English “his letters 
are very hard to understand and a 
good deal of what he says absolutely 
untranslatable. 
_ ‘The last letter from him said, that 
if he could get to the next city, Bres- 
lau, I think it was, and could obtain 
$10, he would be able to get a job 
aboard an English vessel as sailor, 
but money was necessary to have his 
picture made for the passports etc., 
and also one had to hand something 
to the shipping master if he wished 
to have any consideration shown him. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jones again asked 
various ones for small donations and 
got $12, instead of the sum asked for, 
and this was sent via a New York 
draft. After several anxious months 
of waiting, the usual registered let- 
ter card was received duly signed, 
so it is known that the money reach- 
ed him safely, and those interested 
are anxiously waiting to hear if the 
job was obtained, and as the city was 
distantly located from where he was 
working, and he still cannot walk 
and had no money for tfain fare, we 
have wondered how the poor fellow 
made it, as his destination was the 
sailors’ home, and he said a Luther- 
an minister there, whom he _ could 
trusty would keep the letter for him 
if it chanced to get there first. 

In closing his letters, he has said 
repeatedly that he still had the little 
Testament Mr. Jones gave him, in 
which he read the marked passages, 
and also the hymn book, and when 
he had the opportunity, he read his 
little book of books, and sang the 
hymns so familiar on this side, all by 
himself. And as he pitifully added, 
“No one here of our faith, scarcely 
any who speak English, so I,read and 
sing alone.” He has declared all 
along, that he intends to be a sort of 
missionary wherever Fate chances to 
throw him, and teach those who knéw 
not the Words of Life. This is just 
one instance of what the first Christ- 
ian church in prison, already spoken 
of in these columns, is doing for the 
¢hiuman derelicts shut off from their 
fellow man. What would have be- 
come of him had he not made friends 
in Christ Jesus, who wilfollow his 
career as long as they live, and who 
haye started aridther soul ® in the 
right direction? Mrs. Jones as secre- 
ti ¥, writes him hopeful letters, 
Pctothing desperately needed has been 
sent him, and money enough for his 
scanty needs. It cannot be said of 
them, nor many others in our fair 
city, “I was in prison and ye visited 
me not.” for in numerous instances, 
words have been backed up by deeds 
and a helping hand: outstretched to 
those who were sinking for the last 
time! “Inasmuch as ye did it wnto 
the least of these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto Me!”

C. K. Chesterton Struggling for Recognition—Hugh Benson, Who Pilloried Margot Asquith in “Dodo”—Mase- 
field, Barrie, Conan Doyle and Shaw in the Front Line Trenches. 


VER since I can remember I have 
lived in the company of men and 
women of a “literary” turn of 
mind, who either gained a live- 
lihood by writing or used their 
pens aS a means of augmesting 

other forms of income. My memory, there- 
fore, is a long portrait gallery of authors, 
novelists, and journalists, many of whom, 
however, as I must immediately confess, 
were utterly unknown to fame, and en- 
tirely without fortune. 

My own father was an essayist and nov- 
elist in his spare time as a civil servant in 
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his first two names, was the very first 
editor of The Boy’s Own Paper—surely a 
thousand years ago!—and the author of 
the most entrancing boys’ books, and 
many serious and scholarly volumes. 
This fine old man, who is still produc- 
ing books, was our intimate friend at home, 
in early days, when a_ great family of 
brothers and sisters, of whom I came fifth, 
welcomed him with real honor and affec-

good old days of leisured life, he worked 
from eleven till four—not, I suspéct, in 
a very exacting way.

A man of 
overflowing imagination, enormous range 
of reading, passionate interest in all as- 
pects of humanity, and most vivacious wit 
and eloquence, it was a brutal tragedy that 
he should have been fettered to the scul- 
destroying drudgery of a government of- 
fice.

To me, the greatest of 
them were G. A. Henty, a grand old man 
with a beard like Sather Christmas, who 
rewrote French and English history in de- 
lectable romance—does anyone read him 
now’?’—George Manville Fenn, the author 
of innumerable books in which I cannot 
remember a single title—O, fleeting time!

time, and every time I saw him admired 
more profoundly his great range of knowl- 
edge, his immense wit and fancy, his gen- 
ial, jolly, and passionately sincere idealism. 
From my ground-floor flat, every morning 
at ten I used to observe a certain ritual in 
his life. There appeared an old hansom 
cab, with an old horse and an old driver. 
This would be kept waiting for half an 
hour. Then G. K. C. would descend, a 
spacious and splendid figure in a big cloak 
and a slouch hat, like a brigand about to 
set forth on a great adventure, and though 
he was bound no further than Fleet street, 
it was adventure enough, leading to great 
flights of fancy and derring do. After him 
came Mrs. Chesterton, a little figure  al- 
most hidden by her husband’s’ greatness. 
When Chesterton got into the cab, the old 
horse used to stagger in its shafts, and the 
old cab used to rock like a boat in a rough 
Sea.

N all the wide border his steed was 
the best,” and the name and fame 
of Terence O’Ryan- were known 
from Strathcona to Qu’appelle.

Princess Kourakine, Member of a Distinguished Russian Family, Tells of the Horrors of the Prisons of the 
Bolsheviks—Baron Wrange!, Her Own Cousin, Engineered the Plot That Sent Her to 
Russian Dungeons. 


to my aunt. It had been 
occupiea from the, first 
days of the bolsheviki’s 
arrival by members of the 
tche-ka, or extraordinary 
commission, but we had 
been allowed at first to 
retain a room each. Soon, 
however, they wanted to 
drive us out of the house 
altogether. -Hardly a day 
passed but some rascals 
rushed into the house 
declaring, ‘““You bourgeois 
will soon be turned out 
of here. You have lived 
here long enough. It is 
time we lived in the nice 
houses.”” They did at 
last turn us out of our 
rooms, but allowed us to 
live im the ceilar. 

We were thankful for 
this slight concession, for 
it was better than having 
to move out altogether, 
Since in that case you 
were not allowed to take 
anything with you—nei- 
ther bed nor furniture nor 
clothes—excepting three 
changes of underclothing 
and 


two dresses. 


Princess Tatiana Kourakine, by birth and marriage a member of two of Russia’s oldest families in the 
Arrested once on sucpicion, and again as a hos‘age, she was tried by the soviet au- 
thorities because of a letter she had sent to her cousin, Baron Wrangel, leader of one of the white armies 
She was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment, and after her 
release got away from Moscow in the face of great difficulties and eventually escaped to Poland.

Princess Kourakine, a member by birth 
and marriage of distinguished Russian fami- 
lies, remained in Kiev, Ukrainia, after the 
bolshevist army had seized the city, and 
was arrested and imprisormed by the new 
rulers. At first she was marked for death, 
but later was sent as a hostage to Moscow, 
where a letter written by her to her cousin, 
Baron Wrangel, leader of the white army, 
caused her to be accused and convicted of 
a counter-revolutionary plot. She was sen- 
tenced to a year in the women’s prison. 
Later she returned to Kiev, whence by a 
cautiously executed plan she finaily got out 
of Russia. 

The princess has consented to tell her 
experiences during her eighteen months ‘in 
prison for readers of this Magazine, and 
today we publish the first installment of 
her thrilling narrative, which ranks with 
oe ca classics of prison life.

ITTING in my sister’s scented 

garden in Italy, under the blue 

Sky of the south, with the sea 

like a mirror before me and 

flowers everywhere, almond trees, 

mimeosas, violets and hyacinths, 
it is hard to realize that the horrors of 
my four years following the close of the 
world war are anything more than a night- 
mare waich passed away with the réality 
of dawa. " 

But my experiences are indeed real, end 
perhaps in writing of them |] may help re- 
veal in its true light the bolshevik threat 
against the whole civilized world. 

1 will start my story with that day in 
January, 1920, when Petliura’s ragged ban- 
dits were chased from Kiev, after practi- 
cally no resistance, by the invading bol- 
sheviki. All Kiev had heard of the bol- 
sheviki, but had never seen any. So 
crowds lined the streets when the invaders 
marched in. 

My husband had gone to Rumania to 
negotiate with our former allies, the French, 
to protect the Ukraine. I was not afraid. 
1 had my 16-year-old son, Andrew, with 
me. 

With others of my friends I went to 
the chief square of the city to watch the 
“victorious troops of the Russian Federa- 
tive Socialist Workmen’s and Peasants’ 
republic’ march in. 

There was a crowd in the streets, but 
it was a crowd of idle and curious people 
like myself. About 3 o’clock a few mount- 
ed men, on lean, shaggy and scraggy look- 
ing horses, passed at full speed along the 


Kreshtchatia, coming from the podol, red 
flags flying from their caps, their shoul- 
ders and their arms. This was the cav- 
alry. Behind came the infantry, followed 
by the artillery, a few rusty guns dragced 
along by ragamuffins.

thirty empty bottles lying about. 

We, in our cellar, heard the sounds of 
the revelry over our heads. All night the 
drunken, cynical songs, and the shrill cries 
of the “enchanting” women communists 
continued. 

In April, 1 had a foretaste of my future 
arrest. I had a little dog that had been 
left me by the Countess Olssouvieff; it was 
a mongrel. | had named him Petliurka 
and used to call him by that name in the 
streets, under the reign of Petliura, to the 
great indignation of the Ukrainians. 

One day after the bobshevists had been 
in Kiev some time I went for a walk in 
the imperial gardens and sat down on a 
bench. A lady and a gentleman, sitting on 
the bench beside me,-began to play with 
the dog and talk to-him., A soldier of the 
red army passed and the dog began to 
bark at him fiercely. 

“See,” I said to the lady, “even the 
dogs can’t bear to look at the red star.” 

The scldier turned around. “How dare 
you insult the authority of the soviets,”’ 
he said; ‘‘]l will arrest you.” 

He ordered me to follow him. There 
was nothing to do but obey. I was brought 
to the guard house of the communistic regi- 
ment. It was 6 o’clock in the evening. 
The officer on duty declared 1 would have 
to remain until morning, when the exam- 
ining magistrate would be called into the 
affair. 

HE door closed upon him and I was left 

alone in a malodorous, dirty closet. 
1 was worried, for | carried under my dress 
a littl bag containing my pearls and two 
hundred thousand rubles, which at 
time amounted to something. 1 knew if 
1 were taken to the tchrezvytchaika, | 
would have to say good-bye to both money 
and pearls. 1 spent the night sitting on 
a bench thinking of some way to save my 
pearls.

1 
will not speak at length of 
the persecutions and mis- 
eries which the bourgeois had to suffer at 
the hands of the bolsheviki; all this is too 
well known. If you had the misfortune of 
belonging to the aristocracy and bearing a 
title, as I did, there was no end to their 
tyrannies, their oppression and their jeers. 

]1 lived with my son on the bankovaia 
in a pretty private house, which belonged 
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an official of the provincial 
extraordinary commission, 4a 
military man, entered the 
room. 1 had already seen 
enough of; these dull looking 
communists to be able to dis- 
tinguish a real bolshevist from 
One who 
rcle. 

A glance at the man who 
stood before me assured me 
that he was no bolshevik. He 
asked me why | had been ar- 
rested, and when I told him 
of my encounter with the sol- 
dier, he burst out laughing, 
and said, “Nonsense, you may 
go home,” without even ask- 
ing for my name. 

1 fled as on wings from the 
room, out into the sunlight of 
spring. Little did I dream 
that I should soon be deprived 
of that sun not for a day, but 
for a year and a half, and that 
my life, and that of my son, 
Andrew, would be in constant 
peril. 

After this tragi-comic event, 
life went on very much as 
before. The general spirits 
which had been utterly down- 
cast began to brighten as 
news was received that Deni- 
kin’s army was advancing. 
The bolsheviki felt insecure. 
They realized they would

All the bourgeois, former officers, land- 
owners, merchants and tradesmen were ar- 


rested. Many were shot without trial or 


inquiry of any kind. It was an orgy of

blood. Denikin’s army had already reached 
Kharkov, and the horrors of the red terror 
knew no bounds in Kiev. 

On June 13, coming home from an er- 
rand, I was met by my maid. She was as 
pale as death. Walking beside me she 
whispered in my ear that they had come 
to arrest me. I immediately turned back, 
telling her to warn them at home that I 
was seeking refuge at the house of one of 
the former employees on our estate. The 
family received me kindly, and took me 
in, although in those days it was risky to 
hide any one in one’s house. The au- 


\thority of the soviet mercilessly punished 


those who were caught doing so. 

1 could hardly realize they wanted to 
arrest me. What had I done? I was left 
that day without any news from home, as 
a guard had been set around our house, 
and my people were afraid to send any one 
to me, lest they should betray my hiding 
place. 

On the following morning my maid's 
husband came to see me. I guessed at 
once by the expression of his countenance 
that he was the bearer of some evil tidings. 
The news he had to tell me struck me 
dumb. The tche-ka had come to arrest 
me, and, not finding me, had arrested An- 
drew, my son, in my place. Despite the 
fact that he was sick at the time, and only 
16 years old, he had been led away and 
put in prison. 

I felt my knees give way under me. Had 
I thought for an instant they would arrest 
my child—Andrew as little more than that 
-——I should never have dreamed of hiding. 

My first thought was to go at once to 
the tche-ka and give myself up, begging 
them to release my son. But just as I was 
about to start, the old manager of our 
estate, who had been with us for over forty 
years and was a faithful and devoted friend 
of the family, entreated me not to act so 
rashly. He kad been in the house when 
the tche-ka had come to arrest me, and 
not finding me there they had said to him, 
“If ever your princess falls into our hands 
She will not escape alive. We'll shoot 
her.”’ 

We came to the following decision. Ev- 
erything possible should be done to liber- 
ate my son. In the meantime a false pass- 
port should be obtained, enabling me to 
leave for the station Joulniany, twenty 
versts from Kiev, where I should hide at 
the house of a railroad official. If we 
were not able to save my son from the 
clutches of the bolsheviki in. two weeks, 
I should then surrender of my own accord 
to the tche-ka. 


asap my friends were trying to ob- 

tain false passports for me I remained 
for three days with the family of my for- 
mer employee. On the third, never to be 
forgotten, day in June, we were having 
tea when we heard an automobile stop at 
our door. The bell rang, the door was 
opened. Three’ disgusting  tche-kaists 
stood on the threshold; they were dressed 
in leather jackets and armed to the teeth. 

One of them, Izvoshtchikoff, the eldest 
of the three—this was not his real family 
name; he was formerly waiter at one of 
the clubs in Tchernigov—glanced at me 
for a second, then turned to the master of 
the house, declaring he had been ordered 
to search the rooms. 

I naturally understood at once this was 
only a pretext, that they had tracked me 
and had come to arrest me. 

“Look here,” 1 said, “you have not been 
ordered to make a search of the house. 
You have come here because you are look- 
ing for me. I am the Princess Tatiana 
Kourakine; you may arrest me if you 
like.”’ 

He smiled, a brazen, impudent smile, 


| replying that I was quite right, they had 


come to arrest me. They searched the 
house merely for form’s sake, after which 
I was told to get ready, as I would be taken 
at once to the tche-ka. I offered them a 
cup of tea. They sat down at the table 
and took it. 

“You are a valuable acquisition to me, 
comrade,” said the former waiter. 

‘| don’t doubt it,’’ I replied, “but allow 
me to remark that I am no comrade of 
yours, for you hate me and I despise you.”

At the jail they did not hide their satis- 
faction. “A big fish has been caught. We 
have our princess at last,’’ were the mur- 
murs which ran through the halls as I was 
led in. I was taken before my inquisitors:

A short inquiry was held, after which 
I was taken into the next room, where a 
woman undressed and searched me, then 
led me back into the office.

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Early in the morning, Opening my eyes, 
I saw Andrew, my son, standing before me, 
smiling. He told me he was kept in a 
neighboring room and had seen me when 
I was brought to the prison; but he was 
strictly forbidden to communicate with me. 
After a. few moments’ conversation he 
Slipped back to his room. 

At 7 a. m. my fellow prisoners began 
to wake up and question me—every newly 
arrested person was, of course, the object 
of much curiosity and sympathy. They 
were indignant to hear | had been seized 
and imprisoned without any reason, ai- 
though they were all of them, without ex- 
ception, in the same predicament as my- 
self. 

Having made the acquaintance of all the 
inmates, | began to think of washing and 
doing my hair and making myself look tidy. 
But there was no lavatory; only a small 
sink with a faucet that let the water out 
drop by drop. I have never seen such 
filth and dirt in my life. 

The regime in the places of detention 
was dreadful indeed. We were treated like 
cattle—no, a thousand time worse than 
cattle. One could hardly breathe in those 
small rooms with low ceilings, packed with 
prisoners at the hottest time of the year.

Then, when Denikin’s army was closing in on Kiev, 
she was sent to Moscow as a hostage.

Meanwhile Baron Wrangel was beginning to threaten the red rule. 
The princess, in gratitude for the kindness rendered her son, had given 
a letter of introduction to Tarabykin, the head of the soviet commis- 
sion for youthful delinquents, who wished to serve under Baron W ran- 
gel. This proved her undoing. The letter was found, and the princess 
was tried by the highest soviet tribunal and sentenced to a year at hard 


Her husband, who had been in Rumania negotiating with the allies 
at the time of her arrest in Kiev, worked to buy her freedom while she 


The princess’ story of her experiences during this trying period, 
and her subsequent flight from Russia, is perhaps the most moving nar- 
rative written since Casanova described his imprisonment in the Venice 
Piombi, and Silvio Pellico published his noted “Le Mie Prigiont.” 

It is a plain, unadorned recital of facts that holds the interest un- 
flagging from start to finish. It deals with no extraneous issues, but is 
simple and straightforward. It is a human interest story that carries 
a real punch which makes itself felt from the opening paragraph. 


There she was imprisoned with 


small one-story wooden house, half fallen 
into decay. This was the famous prison 
of the tche-ka, where thousands of the 
victims of the red terror were brought and 
shut up like cattle to await their fate. 


HERE were four rooms in all, one large 

and three small ones, but they man- 
aged at times to keep as many as three 
hundred people there. It was far past mid- 
night when | was led into the first of these 
rooms. There were about ten people, men 
and women, lying asleep. My guard re- 
tired, leaving me standing in the door, 
stunned and Sstupified. It was hard for 
me to believe that I was to live here with 
utter strangers, in these filthy- surround- 


“ings, in this stale, suffocating atmosphere. 


I could not lie down on the dirty nary or 
hard narrow board which was provided to 
serve as a bed. 

After a time I conquered my revulsion 
and climbed on the nary, putting my sweat- 
er and a little pillow I had brought from 
home under tay head. The night wore on. 
1 slept by fits and starts. 


We slept on boards and on the floor, side 
by side. I tried to settle down for the 
night between people who inspired me with 
some confidence as to their cleanliness and 
absence of unpleasant odors. 


E were allowed to go out twice a day 

into a small inclosure 24 feet long 
and 8 feet wide. Three hundred people 
tried to walk in this space in order to un- 
bend their aching and smarting feet. 

The guards of the special section of the 
tche-ka were rough and ill-natured brutes, 
who purposely hindered us from sleeping 
at night by settling down near the court 
yard door, which was left open for the 
night, and singing, whistling, shouting and 
conversing On means of exterminating the 
bourgeois. 

On the day following my arrest I was 
taken to the headquarters of the tche-ka 
to the president for an inquiry. A woman 
of about 35 came forward to meet me. 
She was of medium height, prettily dressed, 
with gray eyes that looked at me kindly, 
and though her hair was cut short, the

general impression she gave me was not 
that of a communist but of a fine, sensible 
and well-bred woman.

“You are not accused of anything,’ she 
replied, “but you were arrested because 
you were the only princess who had re- 
mained in Kiev.”

‘mr EN we struck a bearing, then, 
across my watch, and located 
ourselves by an angle drawn from 
the dim shoulder of Essimingor 
in the west and the white crest 
of Kilima Njaro floating in the 
heat haze a hundred and twenty 
miles to the northeast, we focussed our at- 
tention on the map. 

“It's wrong,” said the commissioner at 
last stubbornly. ‘“‘We should have found 
water an hour ago.”’ Pointing to the tiny 
blue pencil marks that indicate water holes 
—‘ ‘Sometimes dry,’”’ he quoted scorn- 
fully. Then with a hoarse burst of spleen: 
“Every blasted one has been dry for ninety- 
eight years!” 

Certainly the only evidence of water had 
been sun-scorched rock and baked mud, 
cut and scattered by the spoor of innumer- 
able wild creatures. 

The water bottles and chaguls were 
empty. We had covered nearly fifty miles 
along a dusty, pebble-strewn trail fringing 
the arid Massai Steppe, and were footsore 
and dangerously dry. Before us was the 
prospect of another broad, waterless 
stretch, and the possibility of our little 
column breaking up. 

1 lifted my eyes anxiously to the resting 
column of askaris squatting by the trail, 
rifles across their knees, or sitting upright 
gazing curiously at the commissioner and 
myself; while the weary porters, stretch- 


ing to the rear for almost half a mile, lolled 
in their stained blankets, :‘mpassive as cat- 
tle in the dust. Old Sergeant Kombo, lean- 
ing on his rifle, gazed fiercely across the 
hot, straw-colored hills of the _ rolling 
steppe; while my orderly, Ali bin Sudi, 
looked with dreamy eyes at the waiting line 
of askaris with the humorous cynicism of 
one who has often faced death. 


The commissioner rose uncomfortably 
and put the whistle to his cracked lips. The 
askaris fell in stiffly; the porters took up 
their fifty-pound loads with low grunts; 
the men of the baggage and rear guards 
cursed listlessly, calling out, ‘“Funga! 
Funga! Ke-lowse up!’’—and the long single 
line shuffled forward in a low cloud of 
dust. 

Ali, by my side, suddenly touched my 
arm and pointed with his chin to the west- 
ward.

Fioating in the haze, a series of impalpa-

ble spots moved along the base of a distant 


kopje. This was sufficient to indicate wa- 


ter; and a half hour later we came to Msua- 


kini, and found a pool among some sere 
sedges. It was siimy, and it stunk, re- 
sembling nothing more than a slough in a 
pig-sty, for an endless variety of wild crea- 
tures had wallowed in it. Our unspoken 
relief and the craving of our withered cor- 
puscles, overwhelmed the most remote re- 
pugnance. 

Pickets were posted; fires Igihted; a 
kongoni I had shot was cut up and dis- 
tributed; and the camp settled comfortably 
for the night. 

With daylight we marched to the place 
where a scattered collection of huts had 
taken the name of Madukani—‘‘at the 
shops.” Here we met B—, the assistant 
political officer, who had come down to 
see us from his red, castle-like boma stuck 
up on the roof of the Escarpment. He had 
a handful of askaris and a Boer ex-sergeant 
to control them; and with these retainers 
he ruled a district of over twenty thousand

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nS deiese beg in front of a weather-beaten, 
\ angular horse, the A. P. O. came along 
the trail. His shorts disclosed a pair of 
long, tan, sinewy legs; his sleeveless tunic 
hung from him in patched folds; a peak 
had been sewed to his khaki-covered tar- 
bush, and this was pulled down over his 
eves. Behind him in a red blanket stalked 
his gun-bearer, an outlawed Wattaturu 
chief, an exceptionally tall and handsome 
man with the features and dignity of an 
Abyssinian, while at his heels trotted a 
grinning Massai child, carrying a shotgun 
and clad in a cast-off double-breasted waist- 
coat which hung to his knees.

Ensued considerable matata 
when I summoned the akidas, and they en- 
deavored to placate me with the subtle rea- 
soning of soothing gifts, including every- 
thing from honey beer to wives from among 
the famed beauties of Mbugwe. Having seen 
fair specimens of the beauties, | held my 


in face of these offers. My moods, 
however, were frequently softened by re- 
ports that came in of lion, rhino and ele- 
phant, spoored and sighted upon the slopes 
of the Escarpment, and leopards making 
themselves nuisances in the villages. 

Once I went on a lion hunt with the 
sultani, armed only with spears and shield. 
Bevond this | had little time for shooting. 
But one day a villager came to me with 
an-account of a leopard who visited the 
huts each night. Ali treated the tale with 
contempt; but the shenzi outdid himself, 
until at last, having nothing else to do, I 
decided to visit the hamlet myself. 

It was about seven miles away, and the 
path cut through a vast payprus swamp 
threaded with deep, smooth running 
Streams of delicious water. The sun was 
declining, and the Escarpment swelling out 
with shadows. 

In the waning light this swamp is very 
beautiful. Birds of rare plumage soar above 
it, or float on its surface; while some, like 
daubs of color upon a blue canvas, dart 
among the reeds. Clucking, gurgling, 
whistling or, like the golden-crested crane, 
uttering melancholy cries, they fill the air 
with strange music. Water lilies large and 
small and of many hues float in the open 
Spaces, and an aromatic perfume faintly 
pervades the fresh atmosphere. It is the 
heart of Africa, and a parliament of. birds 
assembles here—the scarlet “lightning 
bird’ from the south, the black ibis and 
the gray from the sedges of the Nile, home- 
ly old storks from the chimney pots of 
Alsace-Lorraine, the angelic egret, gruffly 
quacking flocks of duck and geese, dainty 
little water birds so lighty they seem to 
run upon the water, and waltzing swallows 
that come from who knows where.

called by another name in a different civili- 
zation. 

Apparently bent on amusement only, and 
hiding his hatred from his colleagues, Jopp 
had been the instigator and begetter of 
the huge joke of the play; but it was the 
brains of Dick Fergus which had carried it 
out, written the dialogue, and planned the 
electric appliances of the back curtain— 
for he was an engineer and. eleetrician. 
Neither he nor Holden had known the old 
antipathy of Terry and Constantine Jopp. 
There was Only one man who knew the 
whole truth, and that was Gow Johnson, 
to whom Terry had once told all. At the 
last moment Fergus had interpolated cer- 
tain points in the dialogue which were not 
even included at rehearsal.

As the play went on, Fergus realized, as 
had Gow Johnson, that Jopp had raised a 
demon. The air was electric. The play 
was drawing near to its climax—an attempt 
to capture the deputy sheriff, tie him to 


a tree, and leave him bound and gagged - 


alone in the waste. There was a glitter 
in Terry’s eyes, belying the lips which 
smiled in keeping with the character he 
presented. 

“MOLLY Mackinder’s eyes were riveted 

on him. She sat very still, her hands 
clasped in her lap watching his every move. 
Instinct told her that Terry was holding 
himself in; that some latent fierceness and 
iron force in him had emerged into life; 
and that he meant to have revenge on Con- 
stantine Jopp one way or another, and that 
soon; for she had heard the rumor flying 
through the hall that her cousin was the 
cause of the practical joke just played. 
From hints she had had from Constantine 
that very day she knew that the rumor was 
truth; and she recalled now with Shrinking 
dislike the grimace accompanying the sug- 
gestion. She had not resented it then, be- 
ing herself angry with Terry because of 
the little widow at Jansen. 

Presently the silence in the hall became 
acute; the senses of the audience were 
strained to the utmost. The acting before 
them was more realistic than anything they 
had ever seen, or were ever likely to see 
again in La Touche. All three conspira- 
tors, Fergus, Holden and Jopp, realized 
that O’Ryan’s acting had behind it an ani- 
mal anger which transformed him. When 
he looked into their eyes it was with a 
steely directness harder and fiercer than 
was observed by the audience. Once there 
was an Occasion for O’Ryan to catch Fer- 
gus by the arm, and Fergus winced from 
the grip. When standing in the wings with 
Terry he ventured to apologize playfully 
for the joke, but Terry made no answer;

Those who did know 
the drama—among them Molly Mackinder 
—hbecame dismayed, then anxious. 

Fergus and Jopp knew well from the 
blow O’Ryan had given that, unless they 
could drag him down, the end must be 
disaster to some one; They were strug- 
gling with him -for personal safety now. 
The play was forgotten, though mechani- 
cally O’Ryan and Fergus repeated the ex- 
clamations and the few phrases belonging 
to the part.. Jopp was silent, fighting with 
a malice which belongs to only half-breed, 
or half-bred, natures; and from far back 
in his own nature the distant Indian strain 
in him was working in savage hatred.

There remained now Constantine Jopp, 
heavier and more powerful than O’Ryan. 


OR O’Ryan the theater, the people, dis- 
appeared. He was a boy again on the 
village green, with the bully before him 
who had tortured his younger days. He 
forgot the old debt to the foe who saved 
his life; he forgot everything except that 
once again, as of old, Constantine Jopp 
was fighting him, with long, strong arms 
trying to bring him to the ground. Jopp’s 
superior height gave him an advantage in 
a close grip; the strength of his gorilla- 
like arms was difficult to withstand. Both 
were forgetful of the world, and the two 
other injured men, silent and awed, were 
watching the fight, in which one of them 
at least, was powerless to take part. 

The audience was breathless. Most now 
saw the grim reality of the scene before 
them; and when at last O’Ryan’s powerful 
right hand got a grip upon the throat of 
Jopp, and they saw the grip tighten, tight- 
en, and Jopp’s face go from red to pur- 
ple, a hundred people gasped. Excited 
men made-as though to move toward the 
stage; but the majority still believed that 
it all belonged to the play, and shouted, 
“Sit down!” 

Suddenly the voice of Gow Johnson was 
heard: “Don’t kill him—let go, boy” 

The voice rang out with sharp anxiety, 
and pierced the fog of passion and rage in 
which O’Ryan was moving. He realized 
what he was doing, the real sense of it 
came upon him. Suddenly he let go the 
lank throat of his enemy, and, by a su- 
preme effort, flung him across the stage, 
where Jopp lay resting on his hands, his 
bleared eyes looking at Terry with the 
fear and horror still in them which had 
come with that tightening on his throat. 

Silence fell suddenly on the theater. The 
audience was standing. A woman sobbed 
somewhere in a far corner, but the rest 
were dismayed and speechless. A few steps 
before them all was Molly Mackinder, white 
and frightened, but in her eyes was a look 
of understanding as she gazed at Terry. 

The silence was intense, the strain op- 
pressive. But now a drawling voice came 
from the back of the hall. 

“Are you watching the rise of Orion?” 
it said. It was the voice of Gow Johnson. 

The strain was broken; the audience dis- 
solved in laughter; but it was not hilarious; 
it was the nervous laughter of relief, 
touched off by a native humor.always pres- 
ent in the dweller of the prairie. 

‘| beg your pardon,” said Terry, quietly 
and abstractedly to the audience. 

And the scene-shifter bethought himself 
and let down the curtain. 

The fourth act was not played that night. 
The people had had more than the worth 
of their money. In a few moments the 
Stage was crowded with people from the 
audience, but both Jopp and O’Ryan had 
disappeared. 

Among the visitors to the stage was 
Molly Mackinder. There was a meaning

Outside the door they met Gow Johnson, 
excitement in his eyes. And he called to 
the dispersing, gossiping crowd: ‘Hold on 
hold on, you people! I've got news for 
you. Folks, this is O’Ryan’s night. It’s 
his in the starry firmament. Look at him 
shine!”’ he cried, stretching out his arm 
toward the heavens, where the glittering 
galaxy hung near the zenith. “Terry 
O’Ryan—our O’Ryan—he’s struck oil—on 
his ranch it’s been struck. Old Vigon 
found it.

to the fevered mind and body, how the 
cool air laved the heated head and flushed 
the lungs of the rheum of passion! He 
rode on and on, farther and farther away 
from home, his back upon the scenes 
where his daily deeds were done. It was 
long past midnight before he turned his 
horse’s head again homeward. 

Buried in his thoughts, now calm and 
determined, with a new life grown up in 
him, a new Strength different from the 
mastering force which gave him a strength 
in the theater like one in a delirium, he 
noticed nothing. He was only conscious 
of the omniscent night and its warm, pene- 
trating friendliness; as, in a great trouble, 
when no: words can be spoken, a cool, kind 
palm steals into the trembling hand of 
misery and stills it, gives it strength and 
life and an even pulse. He was now master 
in the house of his soul, and had no fear 
or doubt as to the future or as to his 
course. ,

The women, 
with all sorts of loads on their heads, from 
crates of fowls to gourds of curdled milk, 
shuffled along with hide petticoats flapping 
about their knees, and—if they affected the 
style of the Massai—heavy concentric rings 
of brass and copper rattling about their 
necks, wrists and ankles. With varying 
degrees of shyness or boldness, these all 
gave me greeting in different tongues. 


“Jambo!” of the Swahili. 


“Shoba!” of the Massai, spitting on their 
palms and holding them forward. 

“Ita-lala!’’ of the Wambulu. 

Among a flock of wrinkled wenches who 
cathe upon me suddenly, | noticed one re- 
markable pretty woman. She must have 
been of the same stock as the A. P. O.’s 
presumed Wattaturu chief, for she had the 
fineness of feature of an Abyssinian. She 
was exceptionally tall, straight-limbed, and 
high-breased; of a light brown complexion; 
and with a countenance as comely as any 
I’ve seen in Africa. She carried her chin 
high, and her glance was leVel, though not 
defiant, while her eyes, lustrous and in- 
telligent, seemed to indicate a spirit and 
experience aeons beyond her black, grin- 
ning companions. She gave me a swift 
glance, smiled, said “‘Ita-lala”’ (so 1 knew 
she was of an ancient race), and in a mo- 
ment had passed, while | gazed after her, 
perplexed, noting the comely figure, the 
blue bead necklace, the soft kidskin petti- 
coat prettily worked in blue and white 
grass beads and cowries. Suddenly 
a little whithered old man came skipping 
and sidling along the trail, jabbering breath- 
lessly. His sole possessions and ornaments 
were two long spears, a Scarred old buffalo 
hide shield and snuff box of rhino horn 
which swung on a dirty piece of string 
about his neck, covering his chest with 
vellow powder. He chattered and whistled, 
and chirped us a greeting. 

Springing lightly into the air, the little 
warrior emitted a long, shrill whistle, leered 
at me and smirked a merry smirk. 

“My wives, bwana! These are my 
wives!”’ 

I have no doubt he paid as much as three 
goats for the comely one. . . . 

FILM of unreality seems to hang over 

the next trek. Robbie and I had be- 
tween us only one full day’s rations, and 
no change of clothing: while the askaris, 
owing to the lack of supplies at Mbulu, were 
not very much better off. 

We traveled swiftly with an absolute 
minimum of luggage, relying on the forests 
and the rarely encountered natives for sup- 
plies. Following the very edge of the eaves 
of Africa, each day brought experiences 
comparable with nothing in the lives of the 
outer world. After passing a night of bit- 
ter cold on the heights where the Jaida 
river rises, and being pursued the follow- 
ing day for many hours by the warriors of 
Tungobesch, who took us for enemies, we 
entered a very strange wilderness. 

In this new wilderness every pace seems 
to mark off a hundred years until you find 
yourself striding through a neolithic world 
of tumbled rocks and gnarled scrub, of un- 
gainly monsters and naked men with prog- 
nathous-like jaws, clicking like moneys 
among themselves, and sending blunt-head- 
ed arrows after unwieldly, large-beaked 
birds. 

The aborigines of this district are the 
Watindige—a tiny tribe that is rapidly van- 
ishing, an expiring race. Since the begin- 
ning of time no other tribe has assimiated 
them, none seems to have won their confi- 
dence. Naked, with a child like bending 
of shyness and passionate boldness, trem- 
bling in the shadows and mists of the forest, 
drifting through the glades, every quiver 
in the grass to them the voice of a demon, 
every soughing in the trees above the 
breath of gods, their narrow intellect gives 
to their lives a very small compass. Again, 
though a child of nature, he very curiously 
maintains the strictest customs in regard 
to morals. An unfaithful wife is beaten to 
death, or such was the custom until re- 
cently, and this in spite of the fact that her 
purchase price was only five or ten arrows 
with a few beads thrown in, and the added 
fact that neighboring tribes are almost 4s 
amoral as animals, 


| pene night the leaping camp fires, 
lighting up groups of askaris and por- 
ters stewing messes in their sufurias and 
grilling bits of game, seemed to be swaying 
and struggling to hold a point beleagured 
by the dark. The terror of the jungte lies 
in its black mystery and loneliess. 


At whatever hour the red moon rolled 
out of the gloomy east, I invariably awoke 
without further warning and drew myself 
reluctantly from the blankets; for this was 
the signal that the time to march had 
come. 

During this safari, two straggling porters 
were devoured by lions; five times our lines 
were rushed by rhino. and once menaced 
by a herd of buffalo. One messenger, bear- 
ing important dispatches, was attacked by 
a leopard. We found puff adders under 
our bedding and in the packs; and of a 
night, a hyena, pulling at my blankets, 
awakened me. Besides, there were the 
ever dangerous and annoying anopheles 
mosquitoes, tsetse flies and wood ticks and 
jiggers, from which the least we could 
expect were unhealing veldt sores. In 
detail these things are ignored, but the 
Subconscious knowledge of them keeps 
the nerves taut.

No one dares to straggle at night. At 
the most unexpected moment a Snorting 
whistle, apparently within four feet of the 
middle of each man’s back, brings the col- 
umn to a breathless halt. A sibilant mur- 
mur passes down the line: 

***Faru!’ ‘Faru!’ ‘Master!’ 

We stand tensely, blinded by the dark, 
wondering where the blow will fall 
and the next moment the shadows on our 
flanks seem to heave, and the great bulk 
of a rhino is flung among us. 

At the first charge the line dissolves 
before the beast. If he blunders away, 
every one breathes more easily, and the 
march is resumed. If he charges again, 
again the line dissolves—and again!—and 
again! But if the occasion warrants, lit- 
tle spurts of flame stab the dark, and the 
snap of the rifles awakens strange echoes. 

The antics of this blind, blundering, fu- 
rious fool are merely incidents, and often 
amusing. It’s no grave matter to watch 
naked porters flying like squirrels into 
thorn trees, and afterwards very slowly and 
very delicately plucking’ themselves off 
again. 


\ JE marched under the walls of Mkalama 

One day when dawn was breaking; 
and found the great white-washed boma 
rearing its walls on the crest of a kopje 
in the center of a plain encircled by rugged 
hills. 

Major H.— was in charge of this lonely 
but powerful post, a most hospitable and 
kindly man who had hunted in the Ca- 
nadian Rockies and traveled the shores of 
Tanganyika twenty years ago. There also 
was Major B— from Kondoa-lIrangi, a neigh- 
boring post about a hundred and fifty miles 
away. 

I was grimy and very sloppy; but the 
majors and l, lolling in long chairs, with 
hands crossed comfortably on our stomachs, 
had a very refreshing discussion on Tudor 
architecture and interior decorations, on 
O. Henry and Stephen Leacock, before I 
moved off the same day and limpingly led 
my askaris over the hills and away into .a 
still more ruged wilderness. 

This wilderness was virtually waterless 
and stretched away to the districts border- 
ing the southern tip of Victoria Nyanza. 
It was rich game country, but trackless and 
without water at this season, though at 
other times great floods suddenly sweep 
over broad expanses of it. We were obliged 
to dig for hours in dry, sandy courses to 
obtain drink; while for food I shot kongoni, 
wildebeest, eland and antelope without stop- 
ping the column or prolonging a single halt. 

Once at dawn on the plain of the Sibiti I 
shot one of the huge, black-maned lions for 
which the place is famous; while two oth- 
ers rose from the dust nearby and ran 
away like frightened dogs. All sorts of 
game lived in the bush and along the fringes 
of the plain, and wild fowl in places were 
as numerous as chickens in a run. 

One day at the end of a waterless march, 
we halted and made a very dry bivouac in 
a hopelessly sandy course. We dug for 
hours without finding the slightest evidence 
of moisture; our tongues were large and 
our mouths had little saliva in them. Sit- 
ting dejectedly outside the camp, | watched 
a troop of baboons with rising interest. 
Though droll, they are dangerous if you 
arose their ill will. So 1 did not laugh to 
offend the lumbering elders; for I find 
they also are bound by laws, have their 
conventions, and live up to them. The old 
men are rough and surly, cynical with their 
women folk, and annoyed at the chattering 
of the children; the women are patient but 
Sly, dragging the whimpering ‘‘totoes” 
about, or clouting the more lusty or mis- 
chievous youngsters; while the youths are 
forever planning intrigues under the bale- 
ful gleam of the old men’s reddening eyes, 
and suffering their furious onslaughts if 
discovered. . . . However, I followed the 
troop, and they brought me to a grove of 
prlms bearing large, fibrous nuts filled with 
a substance like rich vanilla custard, for 
which we were almost as grateful as though 
each were a gourd of water. . . 


VENTUALLY we entered the Muanza 
district, where the huts become high 
and conical and are capped with ostrich 
eggs. Stockades encircle them, and the 
meal is stored in vast rock caverns. 
My men were very tired, and my foot 
now in a dangerous condition. The poison 
had apparently gone into my leg, so that

the pain had spread from knee to groin; 
while the foot itself, due to crude giraffe- 
hide sandals I had cut with rough, parch- 
ment-like thongs, was blistered, raw and 
filthy. Two of the askaris also had bad 
feet; a great water blister from heel to 
toe covered the foot of one, while the 
Other, afflicted in the same manner, had 
cut the swelling skin with a sheath knife, 
so that the bottom of the foot was com- 
pletely raw. Neither of these askaris said 
a word to me about their feet, and would 
not drop behind. At the same time | could 
not let down on the pace. 

Finally, turning our backs on Mbulu, we 
set out on the return trek to Sanja, over 
a hundred and eighty miles away. Dawn 
found us on the edge of the Escarpment 
once more. 

So we turned our faces away from the 
Land of Mists and commenced the three- 
thousand-foot plunge down to the flat, drab 
plain. 

Noon halt was at a wallow where brack- 
ish water oozed from the edge of a salt- 
en-cruSted lake; but nightfall found us well 
in the forest. 

No enchanted wood of Grimm’s had half 
the charm of this stretch of unexplored 
bush, marked only by game trails. Its 
Silence seemed a sort of suspended anima- 
tion which might be aroused any moment 
What 
terrific forms lurked within the forest re- 
cesses we could not tell, yet on every hand 
there multiplied evidence of terrible rest- 
less lives. Huge wallows; pud marks like 
sma.! wells; fair-sized trees torn up by the 
roots; pathways as broad as country lanes; 
Skulls and horns emphasizing the shadows 
—a riot of wanton life and unmourned 
death, bound by no laws but the lust to 
conquer and the fierce determination to 
live. And yet we Saw little. The 
forest seemed to hold its breath as we 
passed through. 

Once the frost about us suddenly came 
to life. For fully twenty minutes the shad- 
ows danced with the light of gray and yel- 
low bodies flashing by; the trees seemed 
to shake with the soft rumble of galloping 
hoofs; and strange whistlings and barkings 
Startled our ears. As suddenly the sounds 
ceased; and we shuffled on with the un- 
comfortable impression that a thousand 
eyes glared at us from behind the trees. 

But there was drink. 


4; ACH day we found a water hole; one, 
a lily pond, fragrant. clear and enliv- 
ened by the presence of graceful birds and 
beautiful antelope; another, a round: hole 
in the shadows, covered with green scum 


through which two wicked little hell-divers 
swam restlessly. (‘But then, be careful, 
for if you drink of one, you will shrink 
and become ugly as a toad; but if you only 
taste the other. .”’) We drank impar- 
tially. Akida bin Juma and Dongolaya 
could not possibly have added to the home- 
liness of their features, and I certainly saw 
no improvement. Besides, the kilongozi, 
a bee-hunter whom I had picked up for a 
guide, had tasted all the waters, and he as- 
sured me he had got nothing worse than 
varicose veins. 

Still, I suspect that kilongozi. 

He was himself a forest imp, and had 
spent forty-odd years stealing honey from 
the little folk and running away from the 
big folk of the forest. That forest territied 
him, strangely enough; and later, on his re- 
turn journey, he made a detour of seven 
days in order to escape its dangers. Black, 
wiry and naked, he was a gibbering child of 
the wild. A bit of blanket flung over his 
Shoulder; a dirty red cap with a bedraggled 
feather in it; wornout sandals; two long, 
shiny spears; a scanty string of blue beads, 
with a tiny tobacco pouch—these consti- 
tuted his entire furniture and fortune. Yet 
he was merry as a child, wise as an old 
man, bold and timoraus as any forest crea- 
ture. 

On the third night after leaving the foot 
of the Escarpment, we reached the edge of 
the forest and came out upon the trail 
from Ufiome which skirts the Massai Steppe 
and leads past Lol Kissale. The askaris, set- 
ting foot on this road, were jubilant; they 
laughed and chattered and made up rude 
songs about it. This seemed to annoy the 
kilongozi intensely. He became shy and 
Silent and excessively nervous, muttering 
to himself and casting appealing glances 
backward. 

1 couldn’t understand this at all until 
Suddenly towards evening he gave a low 
Squeal, seized me by the arm, and dragged 
me to one side of the trail, his beady eyes 
fixed intenly on something across the veldt 
—a wisp of smoke. 

‘Master, the Massai!”’ 

In a flash 1 understood. For me, the 
ribbon of dust winding away meant friends 
at the end. I tould envision vast, bellow- 
ing ships, screamthg locomotives, and elec- 
tric lights and that blink the stars out of 
countenagce;: but for the kilongozi, all was 
dark. For him every forward step meant 
an invasien into the land of the Massai— 
war on the Hamite hordes. How lit- 
tle he knows! How much dol? His sons, 
1 suppose, wil drive motor cars. Mine 
may fling Spears. 
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This compensating interest may be due 
in part to the liberation which forty years 
brings from the tyranny of convention. 
When youngsters, most of us like the 
places and the people whom we are told 
to like. Our likes are exotic, forced to 
bloom. We ought to know the right peo- 
ple, even though they are tiresome, and 
see the right places, even though they 
bore one to death. 


The years bring a liberation. Now 1 can 
select and often find that those whom my 
fellows once regarded as the worth while 
are rather of the clay, and that often the 
unnoticed person, lost in the group, is of 
finer stuff. 


A new interest comes with that selec- 
tion. I am not now at the mercy of the 
small prsjudices or narrow agreements im- 
posed by my fellows. In this I defy Mrs. 
Grundy. 3 

The greatest gain of all, however, is 
the gain of a sort of patience. Do not 
mistake me in that often misused word. 
[ do not mean fate, or kismet. Not at 
all. “It is not in the stars, Dear Brutus, 
but in yourself.” There is a sort of thing 
that passes for patience which is merely 
lying down and quitting—consligning your 
personal ‘fortunes to the stars. Not that, 
but rather in line with that fine definition 
that “patience is the passion of fine souls.’’ 

This makes for a saner outlook on life. 
I realize that many of the disappointments 
which once seemed unbearable now are 
understood. Many of the anxieties have 
disappeared. Many of the mistakes which 
once seemed irreparable can be set right. 
Many of the ambitions were held from me 
by a wiser will than my own. 

Patience has taught me how to do with- 
out. A bitter lesson for a time. There 
seemed to be so many things indispensable 
to my well being that were denied. Our 
civilization has taken luxuries and made 
them necessities. But now, many of those 
things are not needed. I feel somewhat 


like Traddles in Dickens’ David Copperfield, 
when he walked in Regent street in Lon- 
don and looked at ail the fine things on 
display in the shop windows. He squeezed 
the hand of his little bride and said, “‘There 
are lots of things that you can get along 
without.” 

And I have been taught how to do with. 
That is even a harder lesson to learn. How 
to use the things that we have to the best 
advantage—make the most of our endow- 
ment, however meager it may be, be faith- 
ful in Our commerce with the stuff that 
had been assigned to us—that is a diffi- 
cult lesson, but one which once learned 
will bring peace and happiness to the for- 
tunate wise man. For I believe that none 
of us are so poorly equipped but that if 
we Played fair with our talents we would 
achieve a reasonable success. 

So patience, though it is not so eayver 
and full-blooded a spirit, gives me a more 
Serene and interesting and thus happier 
outlook on life. It makes for hope, and 
hope is the one unconquerable thing in 
life if we build it up firmly enough. 

Pulling up to forty. Thus I try to bal- 
ance the compensations and the losses, and 
| affirm that the former more than out- 
weigh the latter. This is my state of mind. 

As to the days to come—TI resolve to 
live as each day’s work requireth, not in 
a prodigal or epicurean fashion by taking 
all the pleasures that I can get, but in the 
restrained, sane manner of one who wants 
to make his life count for something to 
himself and his fellow men. Whatever the 
future may bring let me meet It with pa- 
tience and fortitude if necessary; with a 
glowing heart resolved upon faith in my- 
self and faith in my fellows. Let me meet 
it in the spirit of that old hymn of New- 
man: 


“I do not ask to see the distant scene, 
One step enough for me.”

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A Bible Talk 


WISH it were possible to illus- 
trate this lesson with a picture 
of Mary and her babe. Boden- 
hausen’s Madonna is my favorite 
but the idea so overshadows the 
execution that any madonna is 
fascinating. And what an_in- 
fluence this picture has exerted 
on the heart and m.nd of mankind! 

The relationship between any mother 
and her child is, as a rule, the sweetest and 
most lasting known, but here we have the 
most fortunate of mothers. ‘“‘Thou are 
most highly favored; the Lord is with thee; 
blessed art thou among women’’—these 
were the words of the angel Gabriel when 
he announced to Mary that she had been 
chosen to be the mother of Jesus who was 
coming “to save the people from their 
sins.”” Every mother dreams of what her 
child is to be and do, but Mary had evi- 
dence such as no other mother ever had, 
but she did not comprehend the full mean- 
ing of what she had heard and experienced. 

Even when Jesus, as a child, lingered in 
the temple to dispute with the doctors the 
mystery had not been cleared up. ‘She 
kept all these sayings in her heart.” It re- 
quired the crucifixion, the burial and the 
resurrection to give her a realization of 
her part in the world’s redemption. 

But, as there was to be no other mother 
like Mary, so there was to be no other son 
like her child, Jesus. Is it not strange that 
any one should question the virgin birth? 
The birth of Jesus was different from our 
own but not more mysterious. A God who 
could bring man into the world in the usu- 
al way could just a: easily bring Christ 
into the world as He did. Concede a mir- 
acle-working God and all difficulties are 
removed. The method employed lends 
dignity io the Son of God and gives author- 
ity to His words. 

And yet in nearly al] the leading denom- 
inations there are members—even ministers 
—who doubt, if they do not openly deny, 
the record of Matthew and Luke on the 
Subject. They say that only Matthew and 
Luke speak of the virgin birth, but they 
do not explain that these are the only 
Bible writers who make any reference to 
Christ’s birth. Mark introduces Christ at 
the beginning of His ministry when He 
was baptized of John in the Jordan. John, 
the beloved Apostle, in like manner passes 
over the incidents connected with Christ's 
birth and youth and records his words after 
he began to preach. 


UKE was a physician, the companion of 

Paul and author of the Acts of the 
Apostle. He describes the conception and 
birth of Jesus—even records Mary’s ques- 
tion, the answer to which gives full and 
complete information. All the Bible writers 
record the performance of miracles. that, 
like this one, can be accounted for only 
by the exercise of divine power.

the present day may well take a lesson from 
them.

because society and buSiness have invaded 
the home and are diverting attenticn from 
spiritual things—even to the extent of 
overturning the family altar.

She sacrifices for it as no 
one else does, but she makes no demands 
upon it. The normal mother does this; 
happy the son who appreciates the sacri- 
fices prompted by a mother’s uncomplain- 
ing love and makes such return as he can, 
and happy the mother who has such a son, 
but each generation lives for the generation 
that succeeds it—that is God’s plan. 

ne sentence carries Christ’s life from 
this incident until He began His ministry 
—‘‘And Jesus advanced in wisdom and 
Stature and in favor with God and Men.” 

This is Luke’s record and it conveys an 
important lesson, namely, that one who is 
Christlike will grow in favor with men as 
well as with God. A Christian life is the 
one unanswerable argument in support of 
th: Christian religion. 

Matthew carries the narrative of the 
child Jesus up to the return from Egypt 
and then, leaving him at Nazareth, passes 
over all of the intervening years until He 
appeared before John to be baptized. 

We do not know through what prepa- 
ration Jesus passed but we do know that 
when about thirty years of age He eme'vged 
from obscurity and began the work that 
He came to perfor He gathered awout 
Him a few disciples, proclaimed His Mes- 
Siahship, taught, wrought miracles, was 
crucified and buried, rose from the tomb, 
commissioned His disciples and ascended 
into heaven. He set up His spiritual King- 
dom on Earth and it has been growing ever 
since. 

His gospel is for every creature and His 
code of morals is to Stand for all time. His 
philosophy fits inio every human need and 
His teachings furnish the only solution of 


the world’s problera, personal and political. 


It is easier to believe that He was as te 
Bible declared Him to be—the Only-Begot- 
ten Son of God, than to explain in any other 
way what He said and did and was.

The Fact of Inspiration Abides. 
I. 

HERE is the distinct spiritual pur- 

pose of revelation. Inspiration 

snables the possessor not only to 

receive God’s revelation,. but to 

apprehend God and His will. The 

one specialty of inspiration is to 

impart spiritual understanding. It 
was not the design of inspiration to pro- 
duce infallibility. Its design was to impart 
to certain selected men an understanding 
of the truths of the divine redemption of 
man through Jesus Christ. Inspiration did 
not enable the writer to give a scientific 
account of creation, but to discover God in 
the work. The purpose of inspiration is 
to bring to the human mind a revelation 
of God, and His redeeming purpose for a 
sinful world. Whatever may be the mouse- 
trap questions raised as to the fallibility of 
Biblical writers in details of history or sci- 
ence, inspiration does serve its purpose of 
bringing to us a trustworthy revelation of 
God and His will. Inspiration has brought 
to us the essential truths of the Gospel and 
has placed them forever beyond the reach 
of criticism. It does not guarantee for us 
the Mosaic authorship of the Peutateuch, 
or unity of Isaiah, or historicity of Daniel 
or Jonah, or inerrancy of the record; but 
it does bring to us that which is vastly 
more important: The character of God as 
our Father, what He is and what His pur- 
pose is for man, Jesus Christ our Savion, 
the sanctifying inspiring Spirit, the nature 
of the kingdom of Ged, and the divine val- 
uation of man. : 


The One purpose of inspiration is in its 
divine ministry to human needs. “Every 
Scripture inspired of God is also prof:table 
for teaching, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction which is in righteousness; 
that the man of God may be complete, fur- 


nished completely unto every good work.” 
I. 

sages fact of inspiration is unshaken. The 

fact of inspiration abides amid all the 

investigations and conclusions of scholar- 
ship. 

Whether the book of Isaiah is the work 

of one author or two or a dozen, the liter- 


ary question does not affect the inspira- 
tion. Riehm in his criticism of the Pen- 
tateuch says, “Everyone who so reads the 
Pentateuch as to allow its contents to work 
upon his spirit, must receive the impres- 
sion that a consciousness of God, such as 
is here expressed cannot be derived from 
flesh and blood.’’ 


The fact of inspiration abides, since its 


real credential is not verbal inerrancy, or 
the external authority of a church, but the 
instructive recognition of the utterance of 
God’s Spirit. The Bible is inspired because 
it inspires. Coleridge, in language often 
quoted, says, ‘“‘In the Bible there is more 
that finds me than | have experienced in 
all other books put together; the words of 
the Bible find me at a greater depth of my 
being; and whatever finds me brings with it 
an irresistible evidence of having proceeded 
from the Holy Spirit.’’ 

The fact of inspiration is not involved in 
questions of verbal inerrancy or historical 
discrepancy, but in the divine appeal of 
the inspired message to the reason and 
Spirit of man, 


Prof. M. R. Vincent says, “It goes with- . 


out saying that no Christian student can 
approach the Scriptures without perceiving 
that the bush burns with fire; that no 
Christian critic can attempt the Exergesis 
of Scripture without the consciousness of a 
power, a depth, an energy, a discernment 
of the thoughts and intents of the heart, a 
Spiritual elevation and majesty, which 


transcends all the results of critical proc-. 


esses, and appeals to something far deeper 
than the critical faculty.”

dynamic which assumes entire accuracy 
only on matters of doctrine or conduct. The 
fact of inspiration does not involve the 
separation of the prophetic utterances from 
the consideration of the primary need of 
the people to whom they were directly ad- 
dressed.

“The real fact is that our Father in heaven 
was from the first working for His children 
in each age of history just where they were 
and as they were. He is imposing on them 
no cryptograms which would have to be 
left for some rarer race of wiseacres in un- 
foreseen time ahead to interpret. Like a 
true Father He sent His messages in lan- 
guage which then and there His sons and 
daughters might receive understandingly. 
He spoke to them, that is to say, by men 
of their own tongue.

BRUCE TAYLOR gives 
following explanation for the 
rigid theory of inspiration which is now 
being discarded: ‘“‘At the Reformation when 
the assertion was again made of the righis 
of the human spirit to come directly into 
fellowship with Christ, scripture of necessi- 
ty took a new place of importance—it was 
the road of direct access to God. One can 
understand how, after being bound in the 
chains of the Roman Catholic church, men 
and women found in the Scriptures the glo- 
rious liberty of the children of God. ls it 
any wonder that they brooded over it until 
even the translations themselves seem to 
be the very breath of the Almighty? But 
the earliest and greatest of the reformers 
had no such cast-iron view of verbal in- 
Spiration as afterwards came to prevail, 
in its turn to become a tyranny just as ex- 
acting as the old. Both Luther and Calvin 
knew tar too much of the Bible to be led 
into any such unbending position. The 
preacher of today is not wise who neglects 
Calvin on the Psalms and Calvin on Isaiah.” 

Some controversialist of today who are 
crying out for the old landmarks do not go 
back far enough. When we go back far 
enough to the vital periods of the church 
we find neither a verbal, dynamic nor 
plenary theory of inspiration, but a vital 
theory in harmony with the yitality of the 
Christian faith.

bow, and a scribbling pad at his side, he 
used to write one of his articles for The 
Daily News, chuckling mightily over some 
happy paradox, which had just taken shape 
‘in his brain, and totally unconscious of 
any public observation of his private mirth. 

Among my happy recollections of G. K. 
C. is one day at luncheon hour when he 
was “guyed’’ by a group of factory girls 
tn Fleet street, and took their playfulness 
with jovial humor, careless of his dignity; 
and an evening at the Guildhall when King 
Albert of Belgium was the guest, and | en- 
countered Chesterton afterward wander- 
ing in the courtyard like the restless ghost 
of a wistffiering cavalier, afraid to demand 
his hat from the flunkeys, because he had 
mot the necessary shilling with which to 
tip them. 

Chesterton is one of the great figures 
of literary England, and will live in the 
history of our own time as one of the wit- 
tiest and wisest men, worthy of a place in 
the portrait gallery of the immortals. His 
great figure, his overflowing humor, his 
splendid simplicity of faith in the ancient 
code of ‘liberty and truth, put him head 
and shoulders above the standardized type 
of little ‘intellectuals’ with whom the 
world is crowded. 

1 have the pleasantest recollections of 
“Intellectual Mansions,’’ Battersea Park, 
but, after living there for four years or 
so, 1 moved over the bridge to the little 
house | have already mentioned, in Hol- 
land street, Kensington, a few yards away 
from the old world Paradise, Kensington 
Gardens. It was a little house im a little 
street, which | still think the most charm- 
ing in London, with fine old Georgian man- 
sions mixed up with little old ‘shops, so 
that an admiral lived next to a chimney 
sweep, and that great artist, Walter Crane, 
was two doors or so removed from an oil 
and colorman, who sold everything from 
treacle to paraffin. We had everything in 
Holland street that adds to the charm of 
life—a public house at the corner, a Ger- 
man band which played all the wrong notes 
once a week, just as it ought to do, and 
a Punch and Judy show. 

A near neighbor and close friend of 
mine at that time was E. W. Hornung, the 
author of ‘Raffles’ and many better books 
not so famous. He was the brother-in-law 
of Conan Doyle, whose enormous success 
with Sherlock Holmes probably set his 
mind working on the character of that gen- 
tlemanly thief, Ra ith whom, person- 
ally, 1 had no Sympathy at. all. 


ORNUNG an I ufed to ‘jaw’ about 
books and writing, and, as an  ob- 
scure journalist unsuccessful author, 
1 used to stand imawe of his fine house, 
his powerful motor Car, his son at Eton. 
He was a heavy built man, with a lazy 
manner and a certain fintolerance of view 
which made him despise socialists, radicals 
or any critics of the Britis empire and the 
old traditions, but I came to know the un- 
derlying sweetness and sentiment of his 
character, and his passion of patriotism. 
He used to drive me sometimes to places 
like Richmond Park and Windsor Forest, 
and there we used to walk about under 
the trees, discussing the eternal subject of 
books. Deep peace was about us in those 
old woods. Neither be nor I imagined in 
our wildest flights of fancy that one day 
he would be living in a hole in the ground 
under the ruins of Arras, and that life and 
death would knock all thought of books 
out of our minds. 

His boy was his greatest pride, a fine 
lad; fresh from Eton, and steeped in the 
old fraditions which Hornung thought gave 
the only grace to the code of an English 
gentleman. (He had no patience with any 
other school of thought.) The boy stood 
one day on the curbstone in High street, 
Kensinton, on a day after war had bean de- 
clared and the streets were placarded with 
“Your King and Country Need 
You.”’ He raised his hat to my wife, and 
said: “Do you think I ought to join up?” 
He joined up, like all boys of his age, and, 
like most of them in the list of second 


lieutenants, at that time, was killed very 
soon. His letters from the front were full 
of faith and pride. le loved his mea, the 


posters, 


» an enthusiasm for 


_Splendor of being an officer, the thought 
of the great adventure ahead for England’s 


Sike. He did not live into the times of dis- 
illusion and the dull routine of mud and 
gs ae 

His father was broken-hearted. His 
only idea now was how to get out to the 
front, in spite of being too old for soldier- 
ing, and too asthmatical. It was my idea 


that he should join the Y. M. C. A., and. 


he seized it gladly as a chance of service 
and heart healing. I met him in his hut 
at Arras, serving out tea to muddy Tom- 
mies, finding a man, now and then, to his 
enormous joy, who knew his son. Always 
he was in the Spiritual presence of that 
boy of his. For the sake of that, and for 
the man’s sake, he endured real agonies of 
personal discomfort in a drafty hut, with 
a stove which would not burn, and cocoa 
as his only drink. he fastidious author 
of ‘“‘Rafiles,”” who had been particular about 
his creature comforts, and careful of the 
Slightest draft! 


E started a lending library for soldiers 
in the trenches, and I lent him a hand 
with it now and then. It was in a hut on 
the ruins of the Town Hall of Arras and 
because of the daily bombardment, he slept 


at night in a dugout below an avalanche of 
stones. | promised to give a lecture to 
his men on the history of Arras, and 

“mugged it up’? from old books in an old 
chateau. The date was announced and 
posted up on a placard. It was the 21st of 
March, 1918! No British soldier needs re- 
minding of the meani&g of that date. It 
was when 113 German divisions attacked 
the British line and all hell was let loose, 
and, for a time, the bottom seemed to fall 
out of the world. 

I did not deliver that lecture. I was 
away at the south of the line, recording 
frightful happenings. But I heard  after- 
ward, from Hornung, that through the 
smoke and dust of heavy shelling which 
churned up old rubbish heaps of ruins in 
Arras, two Scottish soldiers in tin hats, 
loomed up to hear the lecture. . . . Poor 
Hornung survived the war, but not long. 
His soul was eager for that meeting with 
his son. 

One visitor of mine in the little house in 
tolland street, which was often overcrowd- 
ed with a mixed company of writers, ar- 
tists, and odd folk, was a distinguished lit- 
tle man who came only when there was 
no one else about. At least, he  pre- 
ferred it that way, using my house as a 
little retreat from the maddening world. 
This was Monsignor Hugh Benton, the fa- 
mous preacher and novelist. The son of 
an Archbishop of Canterbury, he _ had 
Shocked his family by joining the Catholic 
church, in which he found perpetual adven- 
ture and delight. He loved its ritual, its 
color, its legends, its romance, its history, 
its music, and its faith, like a small child 
in a big old house constantly discovering 
new wonders, mysterious, and enchanting 
treasures. He had the heart of a boy, and 
life and work which 
would not let him take any rest. As a 
preacher, he was constantly flying about 
the country for. special sermons and mis- 
sions, and he preached, or, as he used to 
say, “praught,” with a passion that almost 
choked him and tore him to pieces. In 
Spite of a painful little stutter, and intense 
Shyness, he was extraordinarily eloquent, 
and every sermon was crammed with hard 
thinking, for he did not rely on sentiment 
for his effect, but_on sheer intellectual rea- 
soning. 

That was only one part of his day’s work. 
He had an enormous correspondence with 
people of all denominations or none, who 
used to write to him for advice and. help, 
and every letter he received he answered 
as though his own life depended on it. 

At my house he used to go to his bed- 
room at 10 o’clock to deal with the day’s 
budget. But when that was done with, he 
used to get out a manuscript book and 
begin to enjoy himself. That was when 
he was writing one of his novels—and as 
soon as one was finished, he began  an- 
other. 

“My dearest dream of heaven,” he told 
me once, “is to be writing a novel which 
goes well and is never finished. What 
more perfect bliss than that?” 

Among his other passions—and all he 
liked he loved—was music, and he used 
to strike wonderful chords on my piano, 
and one particular combination of notes 
which he called the “deep sea chord,” be- 
cause, if you shut your eyes and listened, 
you could hear deep waters rushing over- 
head! 

He killed himself by overwork, and 1 
heard of his death when I was crossing a 
field outside Dixmude, which was a blaz- 
ing ruin, in the autumn of the first year 
of war. 

He used to envy my place in Fleet street, 
and say that if he were not a priest,-he 
would like to be a jcurnalist. 

During the latter part of the war all 
sorts of strange people were invited out fdr 
a three-days’ tour behind the lines, with a 
glimpse or two of the battlefields, in the 
belief that they would go back as propa- 


gandists for renewed effort and strength 
of purpose and “the will to win.” A guest 
house was established near G. H. Q., to 
which were invited politicians, labor lead- 
ers, distinguished writers, bishops, and 
representatives of neutral countries. 


In their three-days’ visit they did not 
See very much of “the real thing,’ but 
enough to show them the wonderful spirit 
Of the fighting men and enormous organi- 
Zation required for their support, and the 
unbroken strength of the enemy. Now 
and then these visitors to the guest house 
came over to our mess, more interested 
to met us, | think, than generals and of- 
ficers at the Base, because they could get 
from us, in a more intimate way, the truth 
about the war and its progress. 


MONG those apparitions from civil life, 

I remember, particularly, Bernard Shaw, 
because it was due to a freakish suggestion 
of mine that he had been invited out. It 
seemed to me that Shaw, of all men, would 
be useful for propaganda, if the genius of 
his pen were inspired by the valor and 
endurance of our fighting men. Anyhow, 
he would, I thought, tell the truth about 
the things he saw, with deeper perception 
of its meaning than any other living writer. 

Bernard Shaw, in a rough suit of Irish 
homespun, and with his beard dank in the 
wet mist of Flanders, appeared suddenly to 
my friend Tomlinson as a ghost from the 
pre-war past. His first words were in the 
nature of a knockout blow. 

“Hullo, Tomlinson! Are all war cor- 
respondents such bloody fools as they make 
themselves out to be?” 

The answer was in 
could not avoid an admission, like the 
answer yes or no to that legal trick of 
questioning: ‘Have you given up beating 
your wife?” 

Bernard Shaw was invited, by suggestion 
amounting to orders from G. H. Q., to 
lunch: with various generals at their head- 
quarters. I accompanied him two or three 
times, and could not help remarking the 
immense distinction of his appearance and 
manners in the company of those simple 
soldiers. Intellectually, of course, he was 
head and shoulders above them, and he 
could not resist shocking them, now and 
then, by his audacity of humor. 

So it was when an old general who had 
sat somewhat silent in his presence (re- 
sentful that this ‘‘wild Irishman’ should 
have been thrust upon his mess) inquired 
a how long he thought the war would 
ast. 

“Well, General,”’ said Shaw, with a twin- 
kle in his eye, ‘“‘we’re all anxious for an 
early and dishonorable peace!” 

The general's cheeks were slightly em- 
purpled and he was silent, wondering what 
he could make of this treasonable utter- 
ance, but there was a loud yelp of laugh- 
ter from his A. D. C.’s at the other end 
of the table. 

Before entering the city of Arras, in 
which shells were falling intermittently, 
Shaw, whose plays and books had had a 
great vogue in Germany, remarked with 
Sham pathos, ‘Well, if the Germans. kill 
me today, they will be a most ungrateful 
people!’’ 

I accompanied him on various trips he 
made—there was ‘nothing doing’? on the 
front just then, and he did not see the 
real business of war—and in conversation 
with him was convinced of the high-souled 
loyalt: of the man to the allied cause. His 
sense of humor was only a playful mask, 
and though he was a pacifist in general 
principles, he realized that the only course 
possible after the declaration of war was 
to throw all the energy of the nation into 
the bloody struggle, which must be one of 
life or death to the British race. 

“There is no need of censorship,” he 
told me, ‘‘while the war lasts we must be 
Our Own censors. All one’s ideas of the 
war are divided into two planes of thought 
which never meet. One plane deals with 
the folly and wickedness of war. The oth- 
er plane is the immediate necessity of beat- 
ing the boche.” 

He had surprising technical knowledge 
of aviation, and talked with our young 
aviators on equal terms regarding the sci- 
ence of flight. He was also keenly inter- 
ested in artillery work. Unfortunately his 
articles, written as a result of his visit, 
were not very successful, and the very 
title, “Joy-riding at the Front,” offended 
many people who would not tolerate levity 
regarding a war whose black tragedy dar- 
kened all their spirit. 

Sir J. M. Barrie was another brief vis- 
itant. He ‘dined at our. mess one night 
intensely shy, ill-at-ease until our welcome 
re-assured him, and painfully silent. Only 
one gleam of the real Barrie appeared. It 
was when one of my colleagues asked him 
to write something in the visitors’ book. 
He thought gloomily for a moment, and 
then wrote: “Beware of a dark woman 
with a big appetite.” The meaning of this 
has kept us guessing ever since, 


IR ARTHUR CONAN DOYLE created a 
great sensation along the roads of 
Flanders when he appeared for a few days, 
not because the troops recognized him as 
the writer of Sherlock Holmes and other 
favorite books, but because he looked more 
important than the commander-in-chief, 
and more military than a field marshal. He 
wore the uniform of a county lieutenant, 
with a “brass hat,” so heavy with gold 
lace, and epaulets so resplendent that eve

colonels and brigadiers saluted him as he 
passed. 


John Masefield was more than a three- 
days’ guest. After his beautiful book, 
“Gallipoli,” he was asked to study the 
Somme battlefields from which the enemy 
had then retreated, and to write an epic 
story of those tremendous battles in which 
the new armies had fought the enemy yard 
by yard, trench by trench, wood by wood, 
ridge by ridge, through twenty miles deep 
of earthworks, until, after enormous 
Slaughter on both sides, the enemy’s re- 
sistance had been broken. 


Masefield arrived late on the scene and 
was only able to study the ground after 
the line of battle had moved forward, and 
to get the stories of the survivors. I had 
had the advantage of him there, as an eye- 
witness of the tremendous struggle in all 
its phases and over all that ground. When 
[ republished my daily narrative in book 
form under the title of “The Battles of 
the Somme,” Masefield abandoned his plan, 
and so deprived English literature of what 
1 am certain would have been a deathless 
work. All he published was an introduc- 
tion, which he called ‘‘The Old Front Line,” 
in which, with most beautiful vision, he 
described the geographical aspects. of that 
ground on which the flower of our British 
youth fell in six weeks of ceaseless and 
terrible effort.

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Hints on Buying 
Ice Cream Freezers 


OOD is a non-conductor of heat 
and cold, metal a conductor. It 
is desirable that the heat should 
pass through the metal to the ice 
and salt from the cream, but not 
that the ice melted by heat taken 
from the room. This accounts 
in part for the ordinary wooden 

pail and mretal cylindér construction of 
freezers. This construction is also com- 
mon because the ice and salt do not act 
on wood .as they do on metal. There has 
been a demand, however, for all metal 
freezers, Owing to three reasons; they cost 
less, wetgh less and take wp less room. 
When these are sufficiently well made to 
overcome as far as possible, the perfectly 
reasonable objection to them, they may be 
approved. But no freezer should win ap- 
proval, which takes an undue amount of 
time and labor in the freezing process, or 
wastes ice and salt, or does not produce a 
cream of smooth and even texture. 

Two quarts of cream should be well 
frozen in from five to seven minutes and 
with ease in turning the dasher. 

The dasher should be so constructed as 
to keep the cream from the sides of the 
can and the motion should be double or 
triple. The idea is to keep the cream or 
cuStard completely in motion, letting each 
part come in contact with the can at some 
time and so beat the mixture that it may 
be smooth. 

The best freezers are those having 
wooden pails and well-made metal cylin- 
ders. The pails are usually made of pine 
Staves, held in place by welded hoops. The 
cylinder should be large in proportion to 
the size of the pau in order to facilitate 
the process of freezing, as weil as to the 
saving of the ice and salt mixture. Time, 
labor and material are saved in _ the 
using a freezer which is built in this way 
and this is one of the most important 
things to look for in selecting a freezer. 
There should be no hole for escape of 
water even with a plug in it in the pail 
near the bottom. But one hole should be 
bored in the pail and that near the top 
and no plug should be placed in it. 

The gears or small wheels by which the 
dasher is turned should be covered. That 
is, the crossbar at the top of the freezer 
which clamps down over the top should 
be made so that the part fitting over the 
end of the dasher covers the entire me- 
ekxanism at this point. This not alone pro- 
tects the cream from ice and salt but the 
machinery also, so that the freezer wears 
longer and acts with less friction. 

Remember, that cream is frozen not 
by absorbing cold, but by: the freezing mix- 
ture taking the heat from the cream. It 
is this principle which should govern the 
making and buying of freezers.

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How To Make Ice Cream 


Just How To Make Ice Cream. 


CE cream was not discovered; it 
was developed. It is a_ direct 
evolution from the cooled, spark- 
ling drink of the Orient, calling 
sherbet. In Italy all ices, cream 
or water, are termed sorbetti, 
but the sorbet of the Parisian 
confectioners is always a_ soft 
water “ice rich with sugar. In England, as 
on the continent, any frozen dessert is 
called an ice, but in this country a dis- 
tinction is made bewteen cream and water 
ices. 
Two Varieties of Ice Cre cam. 


There are two entirely different cream 
ices known to the American housewife: 
the Neapolitan, which is that usually served 
abroad, and the Philadelphian, whose name 
indicates its origin. The fundamental dit- 
ference between the two classes of ice 
cream is made from a custard, the Phila- 
delyhia is made from pure cream sweet- 
ened and flavored. Unless eggs are very 
high the former is the cheaper and may 
always be so if cornstarch replaces the 
eggs even in part. The method of mak- 
ing ice cream varies with the kind and the 
ingredients used. 

To Make Philadelphia Ice Cream. 

Scald one pint of cream; add one cup of 
granulated sugar and stir continually, not 
only until the sugar is dissolved but for 
fully five minutes. The cream should look 
thin and blue. Take from the fire, turn 
into another dish and cool. When cool, 
add one pint of cream whipped to a stiff, 
dry froth, a pinch of salt and one table- 
spoon of vanilla. Freeze. All Philadelphia 
creams are begun in this manner, the dif- 
ferent fruit flavorings being added to the 
cream when it is partly or wholly frozen. 
A quart of Philadeiphia cream _ before 
being frozen measurers. but little more 
than a quart frozen. This is because it 
does not swell in the beating process in- 
cident upon as do the creams having eggs 
and custard their composition. 

Neopclitan Ice Cream. 

This is ordinarily made with a mixture of 
milk, sugar, egg and cream in the foilow- 
ing proportions and manner. Mix one 
pint of milk with one cup of cream and 
scald in a double boiler. Beat the yolks of 
Six eggs very light with one cup sugar. 
Pour the scalded liquid slowly on to the 
eggs, Stirring steadily that they may not 
cook but blend with the liquid. Return 
to the double boiler and cook as custard, 
watching carefully and Stirring until the 
mixture slightly coats the spoon. Strain 
at once into a dish and chill. Add one- 
eighth of a téaspoon salt, one tablespoon 


provided-the cream is made with sufficient .- 


vanilla and freeze. 

This proportion of eggs is not necessary, 
care. When four yolks are used to . the 
amount of liquid given it is better to scald 
milk only. Beat the yolks of the eggs very 
light, add the sugar and beat again; add 
the milk to this slowly so as not to-cook 
the eggs. Then return the mixture to the 
double boiler. Cook as before. Take from 
the fire, strain, and chill. When ready to 
freeze add the cream beaten to a stiff,-dry 
froth and the flavoring. These propor- 
tions and method make an ice cream bet- 
ter for ordinary family use than the richer 
cream, especially where there are children 
in the family.

When skill, time and patience are used 
in the making of this cream few people 
can detect the difference. The following 
is an old, tried and much used recipe.

HE mission of a mirror is to reflect, to

Scald one quart of milk, beat two eggs 
light without separating, add one and one- 
half cups of sugar and beat until very light. 
Mix one tabiespoon. cornstarch: smooth with 
a little cold milk and add to the scalded 
milk. Cook for at least thirty minutes, 
Stirring frequently. Add the eéggs and 
Sugar and cook for five minutes, stirring 
if the cream is desired for Sunday dinner. 
tnto a bowl. This can be done on Saturday 
Steadily. Take from the fire and Strain 
The next day, add one pint of cream 
whipped to a stiff, dry froth, a very little 
salt, one tablespoon of vanilla and freeze. 
The Freezing Process. 

Ice cream is eaten because it is liked 
and not because of its food value. _ Its 
quality therefore depehds largely upon its 
flavor and texture and these many things 
effect. 

To begin with, the process of freezing 
Seems not only to develop good, but any 
poor flavor lurking in the cream. The Se- 
lection of every ingredient to be used in 
the making of ice cream should be made 
with care. The utensils and the freezer 
should be sanitarily clean, which means 
terilized before using. And the flavor of 
all cream is improved by what is termed 
“standing to ripen.” 

The pulverized rock salt is the b-st for 
freezing as too coarse a Sait. does not dis- 
SOlve and thereby produce cold in the 
cream rapidly enough. The ice for the 
freezing should be chopped fine. The usu- 
al proportions of one measure of sa't to 
three of ice for smooth texture ci sams 
must somewhat depend upon both fr-ezer 
and the kind of salt and ice used. There 
Should not be a layer of undissolved salt 
at the bottom of the pail when tts freez- 
tng is finished. If so, either the salt c ice 
was not fine.enough or too little ice used. 

It is better to mix the ice and salt in 
a large pan and pack the freezer with this 
than to put them in layers. The layer 
method does not result in a good freezing 
mixture. Do not turn the cream into the 
cylinder until the freezer is packed, for 
if put in the can and then packed it be- 
gins to freeze at the bottom before the 
top is chilled, thus making it harder to 
freeze, as well as interfering with the 
Smoothness of texture. 

As soon as the mixture is turned into 
the can, begin to turn the crank slowly, 
but always steadily. Do not try to hurry 
the process by hurrying the beating as 
this defeats itself. The graining of ice 
cream often comes from the turning of 
the crank too rapidly at first, or interrup- 
tions occurring in the freezing. Take 
pains to turn slowly but steadily. Nor do 
not tancy that taking the freezer out of 
doors or down in the cellar in the cold 
will hasten the process. As has been. ex- 
plained it is as the heat is drawn from 
the cream, melting the ice and salt, that 
the cold is produced in the mixture. When 
the dasher begins to turn hard, beat hard 
and steadily for one minute. Take off the 
crosshar, remove the lid and dasher, pack 
the ice cream, replace the lid, closing the 
hole with a cork. Draw the water from 
the pail and repack with salt and ice. The 
ice for packing should be coarsely chopped 
and one half less salt should be used than 


necessary to renew the ice and salt a sev- 
ond or even a third time, the rule being 
that as often as. the brine appears at. the 
top, allowing the ice to float, the water 
Should be drawn off and the freezer be 
repacked, as directed above. If the blanket 
or cloth which covers the freezer be kept 
wet with the-brine it will materially assist 
in saving the ice as the evaporation causes 
intense cold and keeps it from melting. 


with filet bands. Many people have diffi- 
culty with these, although they eed per- 
fectly, because when they are pressed the 
filet shrinks more than the fabric, caus- 
ing the linen or cotton to buckle. When 
the filet is on the edge the problem is 
Simple. Wash the article jin !uke-warm 
soapsuds, rinse and pin out the filet on a 
flat padded surface. An ironing board is 
good for small pieces or for big ones a 
Sheet may be pulled tight crosswise over 
the bed, the ends fastened firmly to the 
mattress on the underside and the filet 
pinned to this. A filet-trimmed bed 
Spread would have to be pinned to a sheet 
fastened out on the floor. If the filet is 


‘pulled taut during the pinning the linen 


will dry crisp and smooth without iron- 


ing. 

Remember the sstnalbles that 
pinning lace.

Little Problems 
of the Home 
Solved 


O make a rose jar or pot-pourri: 
Gather the rose petals before the 
sun is high and spread them in 
a table in the shade until the 
«dew has evaporated. Then ar- 
range in half-inch layers in a cov- 
ered jar or dish, sprinkling each 
layer with salt. Add petals day 
by day until they measure about two quarts 
when pressed down solid. Stir thoroughly 
every morning. Ten days after the last 
addition has been made, mix together in 
a separate dish one-quarter ounce each 
of ground mace, cloves and allspice, one- 
half ounce of ground cinnamon, two ounces 
of powdered orris root and one-half pound 
of dried lavender leaves. Fill the rose 
jar with alternate layers of rose petals 
and the above mixture and sprinkle on 
each layer of petals a few drops each of 
any preferred essential oils, such as rose, 
bitter almond or orange’ flower.

Variety and Simplicity 
In Summer Desserts 


ELECT desserts that make use of the summer fruits in simple forms. Don’t 
expect your family to eat strawberries or raspberries every day they are in 


season when you serve them always plain. 


Look through the pages of a good 


recipe book for suggestions and select the desserts that give variety with the 
least amount of fuss and heat in the kitchen. 


Here is a good simple dessert: 


Boil rice and when thoroughly done, 


drain and pack it into well-buttered molds and set them in the refrigerator 


to chill. 


Make a sauce by cooking strawberries or raspberries with sugar 


enough to make a thick syrup, and serve the molds of rice with this sauce. 


Whips are excellent for warm weather. 


To make strawberry whip you will need 


enough crushed strawberries to fill a cup and a half, two” egg whites and about a 


cup of powdered sugar. 
gradually beating the while. 


Beat the eggs stilf and add the strawberries and the sugar, 
This may be served on split lady fingers. 


By way of 


variety it is attractive to serve it with a few large red strawberries as garnish. It 


omay be piled into glasses with a little whipped cream topping each gfiss. 


Raspberry 


whip is made in the same manner, substituting raspberries for strawberries. 


Fruit charlotte russe may be made from 
cream, egg white, fruit and sponge cakes 
or lady fingers. Put the cake in the bot- 
tom of individual dishes or a large dish. 
Whip a half. pint of cream with one egg 
white and sugar to taste. Now lay crushed 
fruit on the cake and ‘pile on top the 
whipped mixture. 

Gelatine desserts made from fruit are 
excellent in summer. Plain fruit gelatines, 
sponges and bavarian creams are among 
these. To make fruit bavarian cream, you 
will need a cup of the fruit juice, a half 
pint of cream and a tablespoon of granu- 
lated; gelatine. Soak the gelatine in a 
quarter cup of cold water and dissolve 
over hot water. Now add the fruit juice 
and let it stand until it starts to jelly. Whip 
the cream and mix in the sugar. Now fold 
in the cream and the jelly mixture and 
turn into individual molds or into a Ssin- 
gle mold. Let it set and serve with choice 
fruit. That is, if it is made from berries, 
garnish each portion with three or four 
choice berries, or use a few slices of peaches 
if peach juices has been used. 

Delicious creams and ices can be made 
from fresh summer fruits, and you may be 
able to make them successfully at home. 
If you find you have not the time then 
make a practice of buying plain vanilla 
ice cream and serving it with a sauce of 
crushed fruit. You will find that you get 
the real fruit flavor in a more satisfactory 
way than if you buy the fruit ice creams. 

Here is a good strawberry mousse: Rub 
through a sieve enough strawberries to 
rake a cup and a half, and sweeten heavily. 
Add half a package of gelatine which has 
been soaked and dissolved, and when cool, 
but not set, fold in two cups of cream 
whipped solid. Turn into a mold and bury 
in ice and salt for four hours. 


ND here is a good strawberry ice cream; 

Mash a quart of trawberries and sweet- 
en them heavily. Then add them to a pint 
of cream and freeze. 

This is a good recipe for pineapple ice 
cream: One quart of cream, one pound of 
Sugar, juice of one lemon, One large, ripe 
pineapple. Put one pint of cream in a 
farina boiler with half the sugar, stir until 
the sugar is dissolved, take from the fire, 
and stand aside to cool.

Frozen Fruit Compote. 

One pint of boiling water, one cup and 
a quarter sugar, one shredded orange, one 
cup shredded pineapple, one cup mashed 
Strawberries, one large banana, mashed, 
juice of one lemon. Dissolve the sugar 
in the water. Pour over the fruit and 
freeze as ice cream. 


Currant Ice. 

Mash through a sieve fine enough to 
keep back the seeds enough red currants to 
make a pint of pulp. Add a pint of thick 
hot syrup and the stiffly beaten whites of 
three eggs. Beat until nearly cold and 
freeze. Raspberries may be used instead 


of currants. 
Cherry Sherbet. 

Mix one quart of water, two cups of 
Sugar, the juice of a lemon, six blanched 
and chopped almonds, a few drops of al- 
mond extract, and three tablespoons of wild 
cherry syrup with the unbeaten whites of 
three eggs. Freeze, and serve in glasses, 

Orange Ice. 

Strain the juice of six Oranges, add 
enough cold water to make a quart, Sugar 
to sweeten heavily, add a little of the 
grated peel. Let stand for two hours, 
Strain, add a tablespoon of gelatine which 
has been soaked and dissolved, and freeze. 


Lemon Ice Cream. 

Boil together for twenty minutes the 
juice of three lemons, two cups of water, 
and one and one-half cups of powdered 
Sugar. Take from the fire and add slowly 
the yolks of eight eggs beaten ’with a 
pinch of salt. Beat rapidly’ until nearly 
cool, Add a quart of cream, the grated

OME persons’ lives are so ordered 
that it never makes very much 
difference to them whether or 
not they keep up to a precise 
time schedule.

HE bridal veil is said to be a sur- 
vival of the canopy that used to 
be held over the bride by her at- 
tendants.

These are always 
shorter than the bride’s veil, and recently 


have sometimes been arranged something 
like the mantilla of a Spanish woman. 

Only occasionally does the bride wear 
a veil over her face as well as on her head 
and down her back. When the face veil 
is used it is arranged so that it can be 
~ thrown back or removed immediately after 
the creemony, so that as the bride comes 
down the aisle from the altar she has her 
face unveiled, although she may have worn 
the face veil as she went to the altar. 

At a church wedding the bridal veil is 
almost always worn when the bride is 
dressed in the traditional white bridal gown.

For the amount the set costs 
see how many pieces that you use of regu- 
lar stock china you could buy.

Proper Time to Use Your 
Own Language 


T is the custom in diplomatic re- 
lations or countries in which dif- 
ferent languages are spoken for 
all letters, papers and messages 
to be written in the language of 
the one from where they are sent. 

The replies are made not in the same lan- 
guage, but in the language of the coun- 
try which sends them. This was not always 
the case. ‘There was a time when such 
languages as English, French, Spanish and 
German were considered as rather vulgar 
vernacular, and all important international 
communications were written in Latin. La- 
ter French was used for the language of 
diplomacy among a considerable number 
of countries. French is still recognized as 
the language of diplomacy to some ex- 
tent, for diplomatic notes may be wriiten 
not only in the language of the sender, 
but in French, and treaties must be in the 
languages of the contracting parties and in 
French. But now the idea is that we can do 
no better than to use our own language. 
True, in the state department of all great 
countries there are linguists who 
make perfect translations of any messages 
that we might wish to send to almost any 
country, but still there is less chance for 
misunderstanding and misinterpretation 
when the messages are sent in the 
words in which they were’ written 
thought out. 

In commercial dealings between different 
countries speaking different languages the 
Same rule holds good in most cases. We 
are at present making rapid strides in our 
dealings with the countries of South Ameri- 
ca, and the usual rule is that our letters 
should be written to them in English and 
theirs in Spanish. One might think that 
to write in their language would be con- 
ferring a sort of favor on them, but unless 
it is known by a business house that the 
recipients of the communication are not 
acquainted with the English languaue and 
have no interpreters, then it is customary 
to write in English. There is very much 
less chance for confusion in this way; be- 
sides, as every one knows, it fs vastly eas- 
ier to read accurately a business letter in 
a foreign language than to write one. 


_ Sometimes the same custom holds good 
in correspondence not of a business or di- 
plomatic nature. A good many Americans 
who have, as the saying is, “adopted lii- 
tle fatherless children in France,” which 
simply means that they send them a stat- 
ed allowance and keep up a friendly in- 
terest in them, maintain a regular corres- 
pondence with them or their relatives as 
a means of keeping posted as to their con- 
dition and needs. In many cases the cus- 
tom has been established of writing these 
letters in English and the return letters 
are written in French. Letters both ways 
are therefore written in a language familiar 
to the writer, and it is an easy enough mat- 
ter to translate them or get them tran- 
Slaed on their arrival.

Odds and ends that you can, and make sure 
that nothing has spilled, your task of week- 
ly or twice-a-week refrigerator cleaning 
will be an easy One, and your loss on 


spoiled food will be practically nothing. It 
is neglected food that spoils. The clever 
housewife should be able to use up all 
odds and ends before they spoil. Or, if for 
Some reason she cannot uSe them, she 
ought to give them away before they have 
reached the stage of uselessness because o! 
deterioration. 


} ERE is a bit of an inconsistency that 

has worried more than one mother. 
The floors are the everyday play grounds 
of chidren on rainy days and the parts oi 
day when they cannot be out doors. 
play lying prone on the floors with 
chins almost touching rugs or car- 
pet. And yet rugs are without doubt in- 
comparably less sanitary and more dirty 
than any other bit of furniture or equip- 
ment that we have in the house. Thev go 
for months, sometimes several years, wth- 
out being washed or dry cleaned, and even 
afier the most vigorous beating or 
thorough vacuum cleaning are they quite 
free from dust? Yet, unlike Orientals, we

So perhaps we ought to have our rugs 
cleaned oftcner than we do. It is expen- 
Sive, but not so expensive as it was in war 
days. An Oriental rug nine by twelve 
feet can be cleaned by one concern in a 
large city for about seven dollars and a 
half. A velvet rug six feet by nine feet 
will be cleaned for about two dollars and 
a half. 

The custom of placing fairly thin rugs 
on bedroom and nursery floors is increas- 
ing and it is certainly to be recommended. 
These rugs if not very large can be waslied 


in a home washing machine dr can be 
cleaned outside much less expensively than 
the thick rugs. HH the room you use for 
a nursery or children’s playroom hasn’t a 
good floor that can be wiped every few 
davs, then a good plan is to cover it with 
one of the good linoleum coverings fitted 
well to the edges. Then if you want rugs 
besides, they should be small cotton rugs 
or flax or linen rugs that can be cleaned 
without expense or dificulty.

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HOW TO SWIM 


Lessen Two 


The Leg 


Before starting in on the exercise 
in this lesson, do the dead man’s 
float, explained in last week’s les- 
son, three times. After completmg 
this, get out of the water and sit of 
the edges so that yofir legs are pro- 
jecting out over the water. Sit so 
that your legs are not touching the 
water or the bank of the pool. They 
should be in the air. 


Tense the legs, making them 
stiff at the knees and hips. Point 
the toes and point them in toward 
each other, pigeon-toed. Now move 
them up and down, slowly at first 
and then increasing the speed. The 
legs should not be apart, and they 
should move up and down in a 
thrash about fourteen inches wide, 
certainly no wider. 


( This is the movement of the craw] 
leg kick and it is the fastest kick 
known, so fast that a good swimmer 


Kick 

can swim faster with his legs alone, 
using this kick, than a man can 
travel with most other strokes. 

After this land exercise, get in the 
water. Do the dead man’s float, and 
as soon as your body is floating, 
start the legs thrashing up and 
down as they did on land. Be sure 
to keep the legs perfectly stiff and 
kick from the hip, not from the 
knee. 

The tops of the heels should just 
barely come to the top of the water 
in this kick, as the power of the 
movement comes in driving the legs 
down into the water, not driving 
them into the air. When your 
breath gives out, come up, take sev- 
eral deep breaths, and try it again. 
The arms are held perfectly still, 
out in front of the head. You will 
learn how to use your arms and 
ord to breathe in succeeding arti- 
cles.

inches. Bend one end of the 7-ineh 
and also of the 32-inch wire into a 
lop about an inch long.

Cut a leng strip of crepe paper, 
three-quarters ineh wide. Cover the 
wires by moistening one loop end with 
paste, covering it, and then winding 
along the wire.

Fasten the 3-inch wire about two 
inches from the loop end of the 7- 
inch wire by twisting.

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How to Make Ice Pick and Ticket Holders 


There is nothing harder to find 
when most needed than a kitchen 
tool when no special place has been 
provided to keep it handy. The ice 
pick, ice tickets, and bottle opener, 
and sometimes an ice shaver and 
small tongs, are usually put in a 
drawer where they are out of the 
way, but interfere with more fre- 
quently used articles. When kept in 
holders such as shown in the draw- 
mg, they are always ready for 
service. 

Holder No. 1 provides places for 
the ice pick, book of ice tickets, and 


a bottle opener which can be pur- 
chased from a concern supplying 
equipment for soft drink establish- 
ments. A cigar box will furnish 
good material for this holder, with 
the exception of parts X and Y, for 
which any soft wood may be used. 
_ The making of the back is very 
simple. Care must be taken not to 
split the thin wood when cutting the 
pieces and when driving in the brads 
to fasten parts together. The holder 
is held in place, wherever desired, 
by screws. A hole the size of the 
shank of the screw is drilled in the 
back. About a quarter of an inch 


below, drill a hole the size of the 
head of the screw. Note that the 
hole for the pick in the top piece 
(X) is farther from the back than 
the hole in the lower piece (Y). This 
provides room for the large handle 
on some picks. 


Holder No. 2 provides for a set of 
three tools as illustrated in the 
sketch. For this, cigar box wood is 
used, also. The round corners are 
laid out with a twenty-five cent 
piece.’ The tools are held in place 
by screw hooks that may be pur- 
chased at any hardware store.
